Criminal, fines went to fill his coffers, 
and syeceasion duties were “levied uport thé estates of 
spcensed persons, especially #hose who held offices ox 
rights ¢ overland, Outcaste women yeere a tiyo- fold source 
of profit. They were made over to fhe Raja Avith a 
premium as compensation for? * Loong dtter*tkorh, agit 
they were fold by him as sles or wiws to Chettis, 
The estates g kersous who died without héis were 
escheated ; nor cou an “heir be adopted without the 
Raja’ 's consent, given offcourse ata price. Protection fee> 
under various names were levied trom opendents and 
strangers, and customary presents wore his di due on ocea- 
sions of deast of funeral. Wrecks were his perquisite, 
and evazious animals his monofolf, Among such animals 
may be montioned cows with three or five dugs, cattle 
thab hi killed » man or offfer animal, cattle with a 
white gpot near the corner of tha cye, buffaloes with 
white tips to their tails, wild clophants cgnght in traps, 
and wild hogs that had fallen into wells.”

Thore had beon hopes of oncountering bison 
on ow way, for the trackors reporléd thoir pro- 
sonco in 1 grant numbors ; but & was high noon 
when w) roacltod Gur destination, and they &re 
not at to be seoylato i in tho morning. The 
tracks came in soon gftor, to tell of them 
Within, two miles of the camp, and the Maharaja 
and Maharani went Gut in tho aftieMnow in, 
search ; but, though a herd was geen, it conlained 
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np shootable bull. It was therofore doterminod 
{o make a vory early start this morning. 
A‘ivamp through park-liko ebunfiry, froo 
from undergrowth, profusoly covored by touk 
ands bayboo, brought us to ti rok which 
Theobald pronounced io be fresh, "and te bo, 
followed, As thoy “divided tho party gofuala, 
Thoobald’< el Hakim accompanying Hor Tligh- 
ness, while *Vilbalrao, and a skikari wont with 
the, Maharaja. Tho, fortu’ne of the day proved 
to bo with the Maharani, for,a milo or so on, 
still other tracks,” this timo ot sdliguy | ull, 
were found. For two'miles these wore followod, 
tolead the party to ¢he .spot whore ho was 
gazing inscompany,with two others. The big 
Read wee furthest away, and tho dilticulty was 
to get within shot of him without alarming 
any of the three. Cautious and onyoftl stalking: 
from tree to troe brought tho Maharani ovon- 
tually withit a hundrod yards, al which distanvo 
who fired, the butl galloging hard away. At 
fir, it was thought that Mo had ose od un- 
hurt, bit, blood tracks provgd that ho hid boon 
wounded, and doeplysThoso wor Lollogtl for 
half a mile or moro; hothéng was to it 
though &il peered in ovéry dircction.

We came back yostorday evoning in 
iidmph ; for Their Highnossos’ adhigvomonta 
in tho Hills have been noisod abroad far and 
wide, and all and sundry of the notghbourhood 
were determined to witness their rotuwn.

Dewan Sahdb; and I, idly walking the streots,

A few sontonces of gveating, garlands, and 
floway in*p ofugos ; wo have become guests 
of Cochin, and are on ow way to Trichur, 
whorg we fall into tho capably onorgélic hands 
of My. Davies, Director of Instruction to the 
Stays, specially “deputed to watch, over the 
comfort of Their HigHnosses during’ thei 
sojourn as guests of His Higltness ihe Raja. On 
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tha platform, a guard of honour, and effusive 
official welcome, without crowds of pegple, in 
holiday attire and mood, throng decoratod 
atreels, give an unofficial greoting, spon. 
taneous and hearty. 

At the station Thois Highnosses wereget by 
His Highness the ex-Raja, Sir Rame Varma 
and by the swan of Cochin, with other 
officers of htgh stgnding. Motors drivo us to 

~the Residency, a ssjately building set in 
picturesque surr oungings, used im those latter 
days asa residence for the Dewan when ,he 
happens Trichur-wards. Close by, in sovore 
rectangular austerity, Biands tho Vadakkum- 
nathan Devaswom, a temple with a more than 
locel famg. Parasu Rama, baving annihilatod 
the Kshatryas twenty-one ‘timés, journoyod to 
the Himalayas, there to expiate hik offenco by 
prayer and meditation. Brahmins visited him, 
solicited alms; ho, alas had nono to give, yot 
could by no means rofuse. Wath tlto hetp of 
Varuna, Koala was reclaimed by him, and 
handad over to the Brahmins in perpetuity 
Siva was invited to visit the new torritory. On 
the way thither with Parvatlf, both seated on, 
the Bult, thoy were cbmpelled to reat, to sottlo 


at Trichur, Tho temple stands on the placo of 
? 
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their resting. It is a wealthy fane for, in 
other days, Brahmins, wishing to enjoy their 
wealth and at the same time freserve 
their good repute, would dedicate all they 
possessed io the temple, presorving only the 
usufinal. . 

A. dfive yound the town, and a,visit to the 
house of the Raja of Kollengo*t, who has built 
hero a residence for hie daughter who, under 
the matriarchate, belongs to another family. 
than hor fatbor’s; a visit also to “ Merry 
Ledge,” delightful place in which His Iligh- 
ness tho ex-Raja spends days of Icisurod ease 
after the siress of rulé ; 18a at the Residency, 
and back to the train. ‘Two hours later we are 
hore at Emmaculam, to be met by all that is 
high placed in Cochin society, guards of 
honow, bands, and the inovitablo crowds. 
Decorated launches aro roady, and tho party 
goes across 10 Bolghatiy, escorted by the 
evorhediful gnako boais,” eyed by us, who 
havo nevor seen such things before, ” with 
delighted curiosity. 

Mr. and Mrs. Davies met Their Highnosses 
on tho Bolghatt¥ Joity, the latter showing the 
Maharani her rooms, oxflaining the details of 
the history of the Residency. His Highness 
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of Gochin, who has received Their Highnosses 
at the station, and accompanied .thgm to 
Bolghatty, takes his departuro; tho Dewan 
and I, for whom accommodation is provided 
on the mainland, are transported’ in swift 
Jaunches, which are over going backwargg and. 
forwards, vith hootings reminiscent “of Port 
Said, and the <mises thereof; and tho Island 
gradually sinks ta°rest,* while the curtain of 
-night is drawn over the darkening waters of 
the lagoons.

House at Ernaculam, happily placed, flag-staft 
surmountgd, on the shore ef monsoon troubled 
waters.

with its red roofs ,;- boyond, a line of white 
headed breakers denotes theebyt, and” thecpon 
sea. On the right, almost opposilo is Bolghatty, 
in days of"old a Dutch colonial mansion, more 
recently the occasional home of the Resident 
in Travancore and Cochin, now the temporary 
abode o#'Their Highntsses the Maharaja and 
Maharani Gaeckware 
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Romance is hero in abundance. Remember- 
ing that Gochin is the carliost European, sattlo- 
ment in India, one has no neod of spurs 40 tho 
imagination ; there, before ono’s oyos, the 
Por tuguese fleot undor Cabral, famotis admiral » 
rqnchored in Decomber, 1500, socond of tho 
expeditiows sent eby Ilis Majogly of Portugal 
to carry furthor tho inypstigations’g! Vasco Da 
Gama; a fow yoars later, ‘Da Gama landed 
himself, and signod a ttoaty with the Raja ; - 
d’Albuquoiguo built hore? in 1508, the first 
Europoan fort in India,‘ by namo Manuol, so- 
gallod after tho thon King of Porfuggl. St. 
Francis Xavier pavsod through Cochin on his 
way to his missioy a} Cape Comorin § | here {ho 
first book printed in Tndia was produced by 
tho Josuilg; hovo tho Hnglish lravellor and 
adveniuror, Ralph Titch, stayed aftor his 
jowney to India oa Baghdad and tho Gulf; 
hora gho fasb adja Company built, a factory 
in 1634, with Portuguoso permission. ° How 
aro the mighty fallon | Who thinks 6f Portugal 
now when permission is sought to start a new 
company, a new&ndustry ? 

Aftor tho Porlugfese vame tho Puieh, who 
wore hore for 132 yoars, angl arq said to have 
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improved the iown greatly. About them thus 
the Malabar Gazottcer :— 

In rebuilding the fort they took great caro to leave 
the old Portuguese strects, now called by Dutch names, 
stending. The most important streots at that timo 
were de Linde (Lime) Straat; Heore (Gentloman’s) 
Straat; de Peterceelie Straat (Parsely Stew); dq 
Bree Straai® (Bread Street); de §mee Stagal (Smithe’s 
Street); de Once Dixgat (Ox Street); de Burgen Straat 
(Burghers Sta%et) ; aac de Calven Straat (Calf Sixeet). 

The Dutch garrisgned Cochin with five 
hundred and thirty, Europeans; and thirly-soven 
natives. Day in his Land of ie Perwpals, 
Bays i, 

The ‘reduction in power cauted the Dutch to fall 
considerably in the estimation of tho natives, and they 
bapame but little feared by the suwounding people. 

As a matter of fact tho Huropoan troops 
were rarely abovo one-quarter Dutch. Tho 
remainder “were composed of English and 
French deserters, renegade Gormans, and * 
similar .broken-down, advenipers, “whe camo 
for the purpose of making or mending their 
fortunes.”

thoso who dwolt hetein played ‘their parts. 

Two moter launches aro passing ;- they. are . 
gaily bedecked with flags and bunting, and 
‘have, as consorts, two snake, boats, each Pro- : 
polledeby the paddles of fifty mon who. raise 
cheerful chanty as they go, One stands : 
insecure in the bows, addresses to the surround- 
ings a stirring solo, while his orew rospond in 
joyous unison at ihe tops of their vaiges;, their - 
paddles beating” the water str onuoully thé: 
while. Their .Highnesses aré.on. their. way. to 
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return the visit paid them this morning by His 
Highness the Raja of Cochin at Bolghatty. 
They go fo the Hill ‘Palace, perched on a 
lofty rock, high above’ the town and lakes. 
~The programme for the visit to* Cochin is 
‘nocecastily very crowded, indeed uncomfort- 
ably so; fox we, have to do in one day" what* 
should ocoupy months ; I anticipate ‘vith some 
discomfort 2n attagk of severe mental indiges- 
~tiona 
Their Highnossos had an ovation from the 
people, as apart from the official wolcome, hoth 
at Trichur and at Eynaculam. Especially wore 
they delighted to cutclt a glimpse of the Maha- 
rani, whose fame as a huniress of big game has 
aproad fa? and wide. Hearghe Cochin Argus 
on. the subject :—- s 93 
“- The women folk of this town avo excited and alarmed 
to hear that Her Highness tho Maharani, during hor 
shooting expedition in, ., Vonganad Hills in Malabar with 
her royal consort, shot a 9. fogt Jpskeor. « This is no 
doubt's fact, but the Thdian womoll cannot believe it, 
One would like to hear the conversation in 
local households on this point ; yot the surprisa 
felt by the ladies of Ernaculém is undorstand- 
"able, fer it wl doubtless ‘be shared by moat of - 
their.sex. 
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At the conclusion of the visit of His High- 
ness tho Raja to Thoir Highnesses this morn- 
ing, the party crossed by launch, ‘lays 
accompanied by snake boais, to Muttancherry, 
or native Gochin, opposito Ernaculam. Here,, 
ata gaily decorated jetty, wo wore mot by” 
"Cochin “officers, by a huge crowd, rogiained by 
zealous pdlico, the ancient, gwaathor-beaten 
walls of tho Coronation Pflace strving as a 
background. Extornally asomewhat common. 
place building, *prosorving the architectural 
ideglswf th® Portuguoso who built it in 1550, 
handing it ovor as a prosont to tho Raja, in 
gratoful recognition @ tho protection and 
favour he had shown thom, internally it is 
quaint indecd ; mwral paintings, thofigh faded 
and worn, slill visibly poriray intimate domes- 
tic happoniygs with a franknoas which belongs 
{o ooniuries othor than ours; an evor-burning 
lamp, archaic of pattorn, mayks the spot whore 
throo prod@ocossqrs, of tho Raja woro buried, 
within tho walls. From tho somi-darknobs of 
the rooms of the Palaco wo emerfe into a 
brilliancy of sunshine which hurts the eyes, 
and movo on to vBit ihe White J ows, A high 
antique gateway, afd, through if, *aepavede 
courtyard whoro pigeons «irul,and preen ; 
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beyond is the Synagogue, crowned with a 
clook-tower, a curious sundial on, iis sido. 
Ere'wé enter the building, wo glance to the 
left to soe a long, narrow Jano, half in doop 
ehadow, half in fall light, bordered by lofty, 
many-windowed, houses whence peor inquisi-, 
tively faces ofy white women and chéldren of 
the Dispersign, sgme of thom fair to tuddinoss. 
It is the GBetto of Cochin, home of the dos- 
~condanis of those who, driven into cxilo after 
the fall of J erusalem, found ere hospiiablo 
asylum in a far country. a ar 
Within the Synagogue we are shown a 
wonderful floor of ching tiles, each story-telling, 
each a miracle of bluo colowing, hundrods of 
years old"an ancient Rabbi, én all detail worlhy 
to be a Zangwill horo, slows" us tho original 
copperplate inscribed with the dood of gift 
which, in tho cighth contury, was given to one 
Joseph Rabbin, endowing him and his doscend- * 
ants with various rights anjl pivilegos lp be by 
them enjoyed “as long aa the moon shall riso 
upon thé earth, ” putting them on torms of 
equality with the Naduvazhi chiels, At that timo 
the Jows yere sottled at Clanganore, then a 
Sharbout of such siinding thai ils mariners 
might havo been met with in far-off Romo, now 
8 
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a hamlet, known gnly as the scene of an annual 
Cock Bestival of more than doubiful decency; 
there they lived on torms of peaceful amity’ and. 
mutual respoct with their Hindu neighbours and 
friends for* hundreds of years. Bat in 1560, 
» thero ggmo a Pharoah who knew not Moses, in 
"the shafo. of ihe Portuguese, tawhem ancient 
charters aud vestod rights AX as nothing 
compared with religion§§ antagonisni} who espe- 
cially hated the Jow. The day of the Hebrew in» 
Cranganoro wast numborod, After bitter per- 
seoption, which doubilessdiffered only in detail 
from countless others, tho ancient cglony was 
scattered, the hontos &f thoir fatherse know 
thom no more, Shelter they sought, and 
obtained, in many¢places in Cochin ailq 'Traven- 
core, especially* hov’o in Muttanchorry. Sinoe 
that disastrous limo thoy havo lived in peace, 
froo to follow thoir bent, but in rocent yoars 
have fallon off lamontably in,prosperity. They 
are now, if fact, afast failing poople, decadent, 
easy victims to the local curse, elophantiasis, 
or “ Cochin leg”, sevoral distressing: exantplos 
of which are plainly {o bo scen as we pass, 
The White Jows, “whom wo have jyst visited, 
have as poor noighborfrs—they refise 1s 
agknowledge their claim to de treated as poor 
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relations— (he Black Jews. There aro also Brown 
Jews, with their own Synagogue. The Black 
and Brown say they were tho first sottlors on 
the Coast, and that the darkness of thoix com- 
eplexion ig due {o intormixturo with Indian 
blood, and to long residonce in tho Taappicn 5 
to which the fWhite scornfylly mak answor 
that the Blaek amq Brown are morely tho off- 
spring of slaves, bought by their ancestors and 
corvorted to Judaism, 

Modern scientifig enquiry dees not support 
this contention. There 4s in existence a®tomb~ 
stone of the Black Jows six hundred years old, 
while *the oldest of the Whito is only two 
hundred ; the Synagogue of the formor dates 
frdm 1344, that of the latict from 1666 j and 
the copperplate charter already reforred to 
mentions fhe granteo, Josoph Rabbin, who, 
according to the record books of both commu- 
nities, camo from Yemen in Arabia; the pro- 
sumption is that his complaxien would mot bo 
that of the White Jows. 


“According to Dr. Buchanan,.... thoy (tho 
White Jaws) had only the Bible weitten on parchmont, 
ead of modean appearance in gtheir Synagoguo, and ho 
‘managed to got from the Black Jews much older manus- 
cripis written $n pafohmonts, gont’s skin ond cotton 
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paper. Regarding the Black Jews, be says, ‘ It is only 
necessary to look to their countenance to be satisfied 
that their ancestors must have arvived in Indta ‘many 
ages before the White Jews. Their lIindu complexion, 
and their vory imperfect resemblance to the European 
Jews indicate that they have beon detached from the

Watovor be tho truth in a vexed quostion, 
surely Romanco exists hero in this corner of 
India, Yoarly ths Jows, whether Black or 
White, dressed in deepest mourning, with wail- 
ings and tears lanfent tho fall of the Moly Clty. 
Tho daughtors of Jorusalom, woop ye for 
them ; thoy havo had to wandor far, weeping 
ag they go. 

Back from the Ghotto jo India, a matter 
morely ol"passivg aut into the main slreot, We 
got into carriagos and are driven very slowly 
through tho donse crowds, Their Highnesses 
spont an interested quarter of an hour ai the 
Women and Children’s Hospital, gyided roupd 
the wards by Dr. Coombes, the Chief Medical 
Officer, and Mrs. Mervyn*Smith, the Lady 
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Doctor in charge. On again, suddenly to be 
greeted in a place of narrow streets, by shrill 
cheerinty, and a song of welcome in Gujarati. 
Here in Cochin there is a large and prosperous 
golony of Gaijarati speaking folk; their childron, 
in school assembled, aro greeting tho,Maha- 
raja and Maharani of Baroda. “Hip | Hip" 
Hurrah !” sheut the boys and’ girls, af genuine, 
it exotic, wélcome,trom tittle people ; and their 
patents think, perhaps,as Thoir Highnosses 
come, of far-off homes. *e 

On again, past wharves whoné’ indg is 
done in spices and splendours to all the world, 
over aecanal, and We fre im British Cochin, 
Past warohouses and banks, speaking of wealth 
and compferce, we go onstowards tho sea, 
to make a brief halt at‘ tho Cathedral-liko 
Church of St. Francis, ancient ,Portuguose 
foundation, whose walls bear stones comme- 
morating the titlgs, families, and virtuos of 
knighis and grandees whe found peace horo, 
far from home, long ago. Now it is the 
English Uhurch, and in it, swroundod, one 
would imagine, by many an unseen witness of 
another faijh, the good Profestants of Cochin 
‘meet t@ worship, Facing the sea and the call 
of the west svinds the Church is a monumont 
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to tho decay of earthly ambition, to the former 
greatness of Porlugal amongst the nations, 

Wo ‘drove on by the Beach Road,epast a 
lofty lighthouse, to return by another route 10 
the Jotty, tnd so back to Bolghalty, 

After tho visit to tho Hill Palace montioned 
“fbove, Wis Highness roturnod to Bolghatty 
for tea, antl Intor, accompanied by, tho Dewan, 
and tho rost of his suite, Fisitoda the State 
Offices, tho District and, Chiof Courts, the 
Colloge and thg -Goncral’ Hospital. The next 
engagemomt was tho garden pariy at the 
Durbar Tall ; but an unofficial appointment 
had first 1o be kept.e Tho Goud Sayaswat 
Brahmins of Ernaculam, whoso original home 
was in the Konkan, have Marath® as thgir 
literary language, and had invilod His High- 
noss 10 an ontorlainment at thoir school, ihe 
Subraya Pai Momorial. Most delightful to seo 
the boys and girls of all Ag Ow in tho foreground, 
thoir fythare andmpthors i tho background, 
supporting tho eldors of tho community in 
pleased wolcome to the premior Maratha ruler 
of India; and, one is sure, it gave His High- 
ness oqunl pleafure. Indeed, in the short 
Marathi speech with which he bfought thie 
procecdings to a close, he gxprgssed this in 
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warm terms. Then on to the garden party at 
which all Ernaculam society, including somo 
most pieturesque friars and priests, were pro- 
sent to share in the hospitality of tho Raja of 
Cochin. Tea and other refreshments wore in 
yeady abundance in the verandahs upstairs, 
a bright programme of music was played by 
the State Bagd and we enjoyed things vasily. 
A crowded day was brought to a close by a 
diaper at the Residoncy where a number of 
Europeans had the Opportunity of meeting 
Their Highnesses. As the launchef bringing 
the invited guests pant thoir hurrying way 
across ¢he lagoon %0 Bolghatty, the curving 
lines of the shores are outlincd in flickering: 
flames frot myriad torches; ovor the dark 
waters the yellow lights have a weird offeot 
indeed. 


July ?. 

In spite of a cloudless dayny—and T would I 
might attempt a description of the wondors of 
a sunrise’ over the lagoons which comfort 
Ernaculam—rain was falling at tho time fixed 
for our ak from eeus Bnd falling with 

a Zeal which reminded of the prophocies of 
those who had foretold incessant bad weather 
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for our tour heropbouts in this scason. First 
appoared. a cloud, no bigger than a man's 
hand, from out ihe soa to the esl; it 
widenod and dooponed, advancod very slowly, 
a rainbow" ever precoding it over the water’, 
surfacg; finally tho storm broke on my devoted 
“hoad ag I crouched in the cabia of, dhe launch 
on my way to Bolghatty. We wore to start at 
8, and His Ilighnoss the Raja, with his Heads 
of Departments, arrived somo minutes earlier 
la bid farowekl} to accompany Their High- 
noss® on Lhoir way as far as Ernaculam, The 
vain thrashod down on flags and bannoys, 
on guards of honeur ahd ‘band, on the gor- 
geously uniformed rolainors of the Cochin , 
Stato, exposed toriis pleasantry ; Wut tho sun 
camo out, the clouds passed, and we embarkod, 
cach on his appointed vossol, in fino weather. 
Thoro aro two largo launchos, in ono of which 
Their Highnossos aro to trayol—it ia the fastest 
on {he Backwaters; and in tho olhor, Nimbal- 
kor and I, with baggago and servants, ‘sottle 
down for tho fourteon hours journey. Thore 
ave, besides, a host of smallor craft, all provided 
for us by ow hosts, of Travancorg, who have 
gent agents on ahoad to absure themsoh es that 
all goos well. Wo are toldthata refreshment 
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boat lies waiting some distance away, breakfast 
ready ; all we have to do for the resi of the 
day is tp sit at ease on comfortable chairs and 
couches, observe the beauty of the passing: 
scene, reflect and moralise in re sas0n, and 
congratulate ourselves that we travel at ag 
do those others who occasionally, fass in 
crowded passenger-boals, whistles frantically 
blowing, A guy, another and another, 
twenty-one of them. The Maharaja has started. 
We follow in a long. line, we sa% farewell to 
Cochin. Nothing could inva: been ‘hore 
generously kind than the welcome wo have 
receive, every ono “of ‘us, from the officers 
and people of Cochin; the arrangemonis 
urdered by” His Highness the Raja Saheb, 
through his Dewan, and Carried out by Mr. 
Davies and his staff, could not havo been 
bettered,

Tor Backwaturs: Quinon 


Tyg LAUNOHES } WE BREAKFAST LUXURIOUSLY ! SMOKE 
AND REFLECT: OBSCDRVE THR SOBNDRY AND PEOPLE! 
‘vie SNaxe-Boars of TRAVANCORE; A LATE ARRIVAL

July 7. 
To call the good ship “ Kobinoor”, on which 
we travel to Quilon, algunch, is to invite mis- 
conception. Tmagine a donble-dockod Thames 
sigamer, no funnol, but with a wheel house 
perched on high, a collapsible box ,which can 
be removed in a {8w minules what time low 
canal bridges have to bo nogotiatod ; flat 
bottomed, as having to navigate watogs in vlnee 
but three foet dcop; cabins, fair sized, say 
twelvo by sovon, fore and aft; four-cylinder 
pelrol ongines propelling us at ten miles an 
hour with comforl, Thoir«Tlighnosses aro in 
the “ Nollio,” = ‘similar crafl, but larger and 
fostor, and ‘amwing more water, the latter fact 
the cause of somo uneasiness to the pilota of 
tho expedition, lator to bo justified. 

At first we sil in the cabin farward. But 


the aconery is too’ fine to be misset? in any 
06 
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detail, and one becomes impationt of peoring 
from small windows. Happy thoughi! Tho 
fore-pwak, reached by undignified scramble, 
provides a splendid position of vantago, whonco 
an uninteupted view of land and wator, and 
all the wonders thereof, may bo oljained.¢ 
Tfore, then, we sit on chairs of oasd, at first 
keenly observant and wide-awako, later 
reflective, monosyllabic in conversation. For 
maximum of comfort in travel give mo a 
cushioned seat on a° boat mawing smoothly 
with no apparent effort over still woters, 


But, though it seem inexcusable bathos, 
even in supremely delightful and romantic 
surroundimgs man must eat ;,80, having passed. 
the frontier station, after which we are in 
Travancore, we como alongside the catorer’s 
craft, larger than ours, are made fast io ono 
side, while Their Highnessos’ boat is on tho 
other. The othor* launches cling tight lo their 
big sisters’ skirls, and thus, all moving Sn the 
while, that the breezes may freely rofresh and 
revive, we devour an excellent meal, provided 
by Bpenoer of Madras. * 


“Brodicfaat over, again™ ve’ separate, Thoir 
Highnesses leadiag the way, the rest tailing 
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owt bohind. Again tho chairs in the foropeak; 
again elouds of Lobacco amoko and roflections ; 
wo aro in as happy a plight as may well be 
imagined. 

Thoughts come wninviled of this and of that ;, 
gppocielly of tho land wo are travorsing. 
Korala !° Truly India is a country of beautiful 
place names. Tho melling syllables suggest 
tho soft smoothness, tho gloripus colfurs, of this 
land of many waters, Oneo a mighty Empixe, 
with tho Canayns of the North and South under 
: hel a . 
ily away, with all Malabar, Cochin and 
Travancore, Korala’s capital was at Vanchi, 
now buta shadow of its*forther soll, the modern 
ruvanchikulam, but in anciont days a world- 
famod contro of irflornational trade dnd culture. 
Its rvlors had intperial titles; they wore 
Cheraman Perumals, tho “ sivong mon of Kera”, 
and held sway from about tho ninth contury 
until the broaking np of Lhpix dominions into 
soparabe sIALOs. on & 

Conspicuous figuros in Indian hisiory have 
boon horo bofore us. Vasco da Gama visitod 
Cochin in 1502, fox instanco, and again in 1524, 
to dio and bo buried in the Chyrch of §t. 
Francis which we visited, though he liés there 
no more, If local legond be corroet, St. Thomas 
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may well have preached hereabouis, though 
the scene of his traditional labours lies further 
to the South. Beyond question, in past cen- 
turies there have been happenings of romantic 
and historie import on these watorivays; one 
imagines those other men and women af othor,” 
days, other costumes and manners, alfplaying 
their parts for their time, to pass on making 
room for otRers. The motion is pleasant, the air 
drowsy, there is something of a glare on the 
waters; to declare ourselves avrake would be 
an exaggeration. Suddonly a prolonged wail, 
followed by a shouting of many voices, 
Startled, we look up*frowh digestive moditation ; 
we avo passing four crowded snake boats of 
prodigious "length, a hundr&d men to cach, 
with groups of village eldets to hold aloft the 
umbrellas of red. of purple, of green and bluo, 
the insignia of royally. As tho paddlos fly 
the elders stamp, wave cnergetic hands to timo 
the movements of tho roweys, thotr podios 
jorking regularly evon as ihe company behind 
the dancing girl swayingly keep time to her 
dance ; in the bows, right oyer the foaming 
wagers whigh leap to touch his feet as the boat 
is urget along, a paddler astride, supported by 
rope stirrups ;*astern, a group of six or eight, 
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with massivo sweeps, keop the boat to her 
conrso, standing for the purpose on the snako’y 
hoad highh-roared. 

Abovo all olse, tho song! Such a song, 
quickening “the pulse, vikings of old roared, 
‘whal. (ano thoy camo homeward with plundor 
and captives afior successful raid; w lino by 
somo high” voicod soloist roepeatod by the crows 
of all four boatsin unison, cacl? boat of 
tho motif acoonted by the combined paddles. 
A royal wolomno, again and again mooting 
Their” Ilighnossos, evory threo or fou 
miles. , 

Wo pass through: lakés where the shore lino 
is hardly visiblo, twelve or moro milos distant, 
1o narrow walors Whore overhanging pranolzes 
touch tho wooden’ awning ovorhead, and 
nakod little boys and girls catch tho oranges 
wo throw them, with every sign of dolight; 
‘a Tlindu shrino, rudo as to parving, pagoda- 
shapod, stands siderby side with a little stone 
church in dosign typical of tho ideals of 
Wostern Jicclosiastical architecture, denoting a 
Christian populajion, perhaps vory anciont ; 
triumphal archos at, overy village, strings of 
auspicious leavos hanging before tho siiallost 
hut, all in sign of grooting to the Maharaja 
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and Maharani. Thus wo cpme to Karmadi, 
town of some importance, gay in docpration, 
with ativoupe of sandal-pasied youth perform~ 
ing for our benefil a series of ancient movo- 
emenis with wooden sword and ‘shield, sole 
relic of the old feudal system which grdered: 
each locality to keep roady, and. trained, bodids 
of armed men for the rulor’s usd at need. 
The systort has gone, the need haa gone, the 
occasional exhibition of trained skill remains. 

At Karmadi the Déwan received a special 
welcome, first of many givon him by the good 
folk of Travancore, in grateful memory of his 
past services on thbir Behalf. 

Again we go on, past Alleppey, port and 
commergial centre, without halting, The sun 
shines now in radiance, tlie shores are lined 
with smiling people, noarly all mon; only 
occasionally does one catch a glimpso of a rural 
beauty, shyly begding round some protecting 
tree, or hut door, to seo the gtrangors gs thoy 
pass, Here and there hang melancholy gallows- 
liko erections of long poles and nets, the 
“ China nets,” found nowhere else ; susponded 

face af a swiftly flowing current, they 
eh fish foreéd in from the sea by tho 
tide. 
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So the day passes, As it bocomos darkor, 
the mystory of the Backwaters becomes more 
pronomicod, the shadows Mung by tall epalms 
longer, the whito-clad, torch lit, groups at each 
village more picluresque. Now and, again wo 
pncountor little families in long, narrow, dug- 
outs, paddling hard to avoid the wash from 
tho launchts, foverishly baling in preparation, 
Ono wondors whore thoy como from, whither 
they are going, romomboring that year in and 
year oul, contwry aftor coflury, similarly dress- 
od, or sundregsed, people have thus gone about 
theif business on those wators, in boats whose 
pattorn has not changodesines the first +navi- 
gator of invontive mind hollowed out the first 
too itunk, Mogi dmprossive to thé wosterm 
mind this aumosphore of changelossnoss. 

Suddon confusion ahoad, whistles, hoarse 
shoulings ; Thoir [ighnossos’ boat has gone 
raground, Long bamboo polog push in vain ; 
but numbotis of dug-outs appear as by magic, 
thoir orSws with willing onorgy leap into tho 
broasi-deop water, to push and strain, % as ania 
yush and pull a beo, They succoed, and 
wo go on, but acti after the “ Nellig” is fagt 
again; Thoir Tlighnessos” change int® the 
“ Kohinoor,” leading tho “Ne#lie ® to her fate. 
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It is now lato evening, the,shoros are inde- 
terminate, dim shadows of trees and, wide 
spaces,sour lamps reflected from tho wators add 
to the surrounding darkness, beacon lights hore 
and there impress as part of an alfporvading 
unreality, We are ovordue, regretting already 
the inconvenience ‘we must be causifig: those 
who wait i¢ greet us at Quilon, “thinking 
too, porhapg, that the dinner hour is long past ; 
on the horizon appear sireling beams of light, 
signals from the Thanigacheri slighi-house on 
the coast ; we are nearing our destifatioN. , A 
rocket streams high up to watching stars, pre- 
sumably to signal of plasing, we tun a sharp 
oorner—and are promptly in fairyland. Jnnu- 
mevable lights shine upon uf, tall palaces are 
outlined in flickering flame; on an illuminated 
jetty waits a orowd of recoption, a hand begins 
to play ; the launch glides shorowards, stops, wo 
land at Quilon, A) few words of welcome from 
the Dewan of Travancore, ssgmo hast Yq intro~ 
ductions, garlands and cheering ; Thoir Tligh- 
nesses reilre to their rooms above, wo of their 
party fare sumpiuously below, and so—to bed.

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luxuriously spacieus vorandahs, an atmosphore 
of diggified ago, such is the improssion givon 
by the Residency at Quilon, first rostin& placo 
for tho Maharaja and Maharani in ‘Travancore. 
Attachod fo tho main building dy covored 

- verandahs are two smaller housos, in lormor 
timos h&bilations for the Residont’s* Assistant 
and Surgdon, Lawned and flowored gardons 
stroich sloping to the Backwelor, idiraced treos 
of noble size yiold glimpsos here and there of 
its plittoring sheon under tho morning sun ; 
launches théve fussily to and fro; on tho far 
side, othor massos of troes grow up to tho 
walls of a whito palacd, éf all his dvwollings 
most favoured, Tam told, by Tis Highness of . 
Travancore, 

Quilon has witnessed many stirring scenes, 
iis namo appoars again and again in tho history 
of the South. Toro is a chwreh, said to have 
boon foundod by St. Thomas,himsol!, whom tho 
local hyrian Christans boliove to have landed 
a, Granganore in A. D. 52—of which, Mr, Mas- 
keuzio, a former Resident, says, “ Thoro is in 
this tradition nothing that is improbable,” sup- 
porting his remark by evidence ar nol 
convinoing, derived mainfy from tho Writings 
of the early fathors. 
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The history of Christianity in the Travancore State 
is a subject of special interest, nob only becangp there 
is ground to believe that from early times a Christian 
Church has been in existence on this coast, but also 
because ab the present day nearly ono-fowrth of the 
people of Travancore are Christions, The Census of 
1901 gave the population of the State as 2,9717132, cf 
whom 6,97,387 or 23°6 per conl. wore Christians, 


“ Of thes? Christians in Travancore, 451,570 
or two-thirds of the whole number are shown 
in the Census returns as Syrian Christians, 
These Syrian Christians, so called, aie {ho 
representatives of an anciont Oriental Church 
that flourished in this purt of India. Thoy are 
Hindus by race and they spoak the Malayalam 
language which is spoken by*their neighbours, 
This name Syrian is givon‘to thom in common 
parlance, not because of any racial traits, but 
because in their churches they still uso Byrine 
or Chaldaic liturgies ..... thoy appow in 
the middle ages to have ieee Nestorian, but 
aftor the arrival of the Portuguese on this coast 
these Syrian Christians became Roman Qatho- 
lie, and. the bulk of them are go slill following, 
however, Aheir own Syriac Rite. Whon tho 
Dultook the place of tho Portuguese on this 
coast, about one-third of the Syrian Christians 
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quitted the Romay obedience and passed under 
tho Jacobite Patriarch of Antioch. Afier the 
English took tho Duich solileomonts ¢n this 
coast, a portion of these Jacobite Syrians were 
influenced “by the toaching of the C.M. S. 
*Missiqnarios and broke off from Antioch. Those 
‘aro usttlly callod tho Roformod« Syrians. 
Somo thousands wont furthor and formally 
became mombors of the Chyrch of England, 
giving up thoir Syriac liturgy. Such are the 
presont divisiens of the Syrian Christians in 
Trayahcord.” Thoro is also a largo number of 
Roman Catholics who follow the usual Latin 
Rite,” ap . 

Tt is on vecord that in tho year 825 two 
Bishops arrived a(*Quilon by soa, Maf Sapir and 
Mar Prodh, traditionally men of saintly con- 
duct, and workors of miraclos, of whom nothing 
olse is known; it is however a fact that 
{yom tho time of theiy coming there aroso two 
divisiops of Syrian Christians, tho Northor- 
nors dating Uhoix yours, months and days after 
tho fashion ordained by Thomas Cana of 
Cranganoro, the, Southernors following the 
calonday of Quilon. ‘ 

Either, Alfred tho Greaf of Hagiand; sord- 
ing fo the Saxon Chronicle, sent alms to 
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Christian Churches in the yopr 883. Doos this 
not seem to bridgo the conturios? Hgw did 
news ob the exislonce of this far country, and 
the religion thorein established, reach Alfred ? 
What sort qf men were they who brought it ? 
How did they journey, and what wys tho 
manner of thoir reception ? 

Then in 13828, Pope John at Avignon,—tite 
Church in Surope, at that time being soro rent 
and torn—consecrated Friary Jordan as Bishop 
of Quilon, giving him’a lettor ta the “ chiof of 
the Nazarene Christians at Quilozs,”* Titstory 
knows nought of the friar, aslo whether he 
yeached his destinatio& or not. A few yoars 
later, there came to Quilon John de Marignoli, 
retwrning ffom a mission to China. Tis nows of 
the place is still in existence. Ho says : 


On Palm Sunday, 1848, we arrived at a vory noblo 
city of India called Quilon, where the wholo worl’s 
pepper is produced. Now this pepper growgon a kind 
of vines which are planted jusl@a¢ in our viseyards, 
These vines produce clusters which at first aro like those 
of the wild vine of a green colour and afterwards are 
almost like the bunches of our grapes, and they have in 
them a red wine which I havo squeezed out on my plate 
ag a condiment, When they have ripened they ave 
left to diy on the tree and when shrivolled by the 
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excessive heat the dry clusters aro knocked off with a 
stick and caught upon linen cloths and so the harvest is 
ghered, These ava things that I have seen with mins 
eyes and handled with my hands during the fourteen 
months that-I stayed there, And thoro is no roasting of 
the pepper as somo authors have falsoly assorted, now 
does if grow in forests but in regular gardons, nor are 
the Saracens the proprictors but the Christians of St. 
Thomas, And these latter ave the mastery of the public 
weighing office (gui habent stateram ponders totius 
mundi), from which T derived, as a porquisite of my 
office as Pope’s “Legato, every month a hundred gold 
fanpns aud & thousand when T left. 

Thero is a Church of St. George there, of the Latin 
communion, ab which 1 dwelt,eand 1 adorned it with 
fine paintings, and taught there the [oly Law. And 
after I had been there somo timo | wort boyond, the 
glory of Alexander the Great, when he set up his column. 
For I orceted a stone as my Iand-mark and memorial, 
and anointed it with oil, Tn sooth it was a marblo 
pillay with a stone cross on it, intended to last till the 
world’s ond, And it had the Pofo’s arms and my own 
ongraved on it with fxeviption both in Indian and in 
Latin characters. T consecrated and blessed it in the 
prosonce of an infinite multitude of people and I was 
carried on the sh¢ygldors of tho chiefs in a litter or 
palanquin like Solomon's. So after a year and four 
months I took leave of the brothron (Savi clens 


[ratribus). 
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As to this Mr. Mackenzie says — 

The pillar which Marignoli erected may be the pillar 
which the Dutch chaplain Baldaeus saw more than three 
centuries later : 

“ Upon the rocks near the sea-shore of Canlang stands 
# stone pillar,*erected. there, as the inhabitants report, 
by St. Thomas. I saw the pillar in 1662.” 

Tho pillar was still standing within the last 
century, being washed away at last in a 
storm, 

The great Eastorm traveller of the 14th 
Century was Ibn Batuta, alas Abu Abdulla 
Mahomed, who lefi Tanjiers on _pilgrimagé’in 
1324. He visited Afghanistan, and was thero 
made Chief Judge. Came an embassy from 
’ China seeking permission to rebuild a Buddhist 
Temple iit the Himalayas,. for it was much 
frequented by Chinese pilgrims; Ibn Batuta 
was selocted to take back an answer, and, em- 
barking at Cambay, put in at Calicut as a guost 
of the Zamorin, A great storm arosd; his ships 
had to put out to sea, and Tbn was left on land, 
to travel*by Backwater to Quilon, there to 
embark, His ships, however, were wrecked 
and the ambassador, deprived Sf the means of 
exeteiag his mission, spent the next three 
years in Malahar. Hear what he says of Quilon,

Tt is “ one of the finest cities in Malabar with 
magnificent markets and very wealthy mer- 
chants:” the king is * eminent for his strict 
and terrible justice.” The king, it may be 
notad, waw but one of “ twelvo kings, the 
‘greatest of whom has fifty thousand troops at 
‘Mis command ; the least five thousand or there- 
abouts. That which separates the district of 
ono king from that of another is¢a wooden 
gate upon which is written: ‘The gate of 
saloty of such yn one’. * For, when any cri- 
minab escapes from the district of one king 
and gots safely into that of another ho is quite 
safe... . 

Motors had. been provided by the State for 
Their Highnessas and party, first for the 
exploration of the town, and later for tte jomney 
to Trivendrum, the Capital, The local officials 
were all in most courteous atiention on their 
Highnesses, including the | Dowan, Mr. M. 
Krishna Nair, thg Dewan Peishk kar, the District 
Engi inger, Mr. 0.8. Barrow, the last of whom 
necompanied Thoix Highnesses’ dar, and 
explained the vapious objects of interest. 

We drive out & the Residency Compound on 
to a wide maidan, over rodils ont with a7efre- 
ful rectangularity which causes one at once to 
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guspect'a military origin. Enquiry shows that 
Quilon was, not so very long ago, a_corisider- 
‘able Biitish. Cantonment.. Though: glories 
.of that kind have long departed, still it is a most 
‘attractively jnteresting town. We pass throngh 
wide stroots,. over picturesque canals créwded 
by straw. canopied county boats, past the typi- 
cal detached family houses, -or. -tarwads, 
characteristic of Malabar and the coast, each 
surrounded by a wall of dried .mud. topped: 
. with a decoration of* palm leaves ;: obyious 
prosperity shown everywhere in homes and. 
people, in smiling crowds and fine buildings ; 
and everywhere tlte ‘green Iuxuriance to 
_ which: out latter journeyings havo accustomed 
us. Kerala i is the home of the matriarchato, 
that most’ incomprehensible family system 
which regards. maternity as - the important 
point in family organisation, paternity as\a 
mere biological necessity for the maintenance 
of satisfactory census Yeturus. Hach of tho 
tarwads wg pass represénts,. if it be a Nayar, 
a joint. property to which all. the members 
of the family have equal right, which is impar- 
‘tible 5 but—4 The Tarwad sconsists of all the 
descendants. of a ‘common -ancestress, in the: 
female line only’ . . + children belong’ to the 
a 
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same caste or subycaste as their mother, not that 
of their father . . . . tho offspring of the union 
belong to their mother’s tarwad, andehave no 
sort of claim, so far as tho law of marumakkat- 
tayam ( élescent through sister’, children ,) 
_goes,eto a share of their father’s property, or 
to mainienance therefrom.” Thus the Malabar 
Gazetteer. 

Where a member of a tarwad marries a girl 
of a lower caste not only does sho not become 
a member of her hugband’s family, but his 
children do not belong to him, have no claim 
upon him in law. We have met with cases 
where the father embracing his childyen, is, 
by that entirely natural and proper act, cere- | 
monially pollutéd, must perform cleansing 
ceremonies befors he can again® greet his 
mother or sister. This seoms to mo a crown- 
ing absurdity, but Iam scarcely in a position to 
appreciaje the system ; T,look at it through 
pairigrohal blirsk&ers. 

The State Manual tells me that “ each house 
hag ils own name by which the members are 
lmown, and isgcalled by tho generic title of 
‘Jllam.’, the term used by Brahmins, or ‘ Mana’,

which is the reverential expression” of the 
Sudras and other classos. Jilam is a Telegu 
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and Mana a Canarese wordl Sometimes the 
two words are found combined in onc*name,

eg, Lamana Illam. .... 
“Tn the compound that surrounds this 


house trees,such as the tamarind, the mango, 
the jack and the laurel, grow in, shadays* 
luxuriance .... A tank is an indispensable 
accompaniment and in rich houses (Namputiri) 
there are three or four of them, the largest 
being used for bathing and the other domestic 
purposes. Wells are to be avoided for bathing, 
as also must hot water. Each houso has its 
snake reserve, its Sarpakhavw, in a patch ‘of 
jungle, artificial sombtinies, with granite cobra 
. Fearing its head in the centre. 

Their Highnesses had asked if they might 
possibly visit a tarwad; this was arranged. 
Most kind of the master of the house to permit 
this invasion of his privacy ; he, or his ropro- 
sentative, was assiduously courtcous in show- 
ing evorything to us, explainitg as weevent, 
A series of square rooms, much ancient teak, 
couches of wood, very few chairs, high sills 
to all doorways, low ceilings, and occasional 
glimpses | of fitting, female figures, these 
are the “impressions left with me of this 
visit. 
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Tt seems that then a house is to be builé 
cerlaift universal rules and rites have to be 
observed. The family astrologer is fiest con- 
sulted as to which day will be auspicious for 
the intervéew with the builder ; this important 

“matter setiled, the Iaiter pegs oul a perfect 
square in the midst of the plot of land selected 
foy the compound. Fe subdivides this square 
into four equal parts, these being, again divided 
into triangles. The four squares are named, 
commencing from the” south, Agni-Kandum, 
Kanni-K andum, Vayu-Kandum and Meena- 
Kandum. Brahmins dwell in the first three, 
Sudras in ihe last, the preatest care being 
taken that the confines of the Brahmins’ , 
Randums do not-cvoss the line which marks 
the commencemenl of that designed for the 
Sudvas. 

With thanks to the good people of the 
Tarwad,awe go on by theaedge of the sea to 
Thangacherry.¢ Here, from amidst palmyra 
groves, dotted with disordered heapg of stones, 
the ruins of a Portngueso town and fort, a 
lighthouse guiges and warns ships making 
the Quilon roadstead. ry 

Three miles further is “‘Anjengo, onee a place 
of importance, of some interest even now, 
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though sadly fallen from its ha estate, in that. 
it was the first settlement of the East India 
Compafiy on the Malabar Coast. 

On the way back to the Residency we find 
‘ourselves on the far side of the Bavkwater at, 
the Thevalli Palace, 1 whiteness set *up @n" 
high. The sun shines on waters sparkling 
vesponsively, there aro vistas of beauty through 
leafy trees, we dream of “a book of verse, a 
jug of wine, and Thou,’—and a punt on another 
Backwater we have in faithful memory, thal. 
which deviously wanders by green Cam- 
bridge lawns. , 

Steps of sione ledd waterwards, inviting’ to 
plunge into limpid depths of coolness—until 
one hearg of the alligators which infest them. 
Glose by isa pillar which is at onco a memo- 
vial and a warning. Thus runs the slory, told 
me by ono who cannot lie. To Quilon, in days 
of old, came a vertain Englishman with a 
faithful dog, of which he wat Yery fonde Bent, 
on bathing, ignorant or forgetful of Inrking 
danger, down the steps went he in appropriate 
garb; but the dog refused to*Jeavo his master, 
would iyxpéde his steps, affectionately warning. 
Impatiently he pushed him away, the dog fell 
in the water, into the open jaws of the alligator

which, otherwise,would have had the master. 
In gratitude the pillar was erected. 

Cars are waiting to take us on to Trevan- 
dyvum. Weeks, not hours, might have been 
profitably spent in exploration of these Back- 
‘water's; constant in charm.

Tue road to Trevandrum from Quilon passes 
through country, more open, less universally 
cultivated than that we hayo seen recently. 
On the whole flat, with an decasional stiff hill 
to break the monotony, it has an oxcellent 
motoring surface, enviable tg us, indeed ; for 
the roads én Baroda are, compared with those 
over Which we have been passing, execrable, 


including those of the capital. 
a7 
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Nevertheless there was some tyre trouble, 
rather welcome than otherwise, as it usually 
ocourred in a village, giving one oppertlunity 
for closer observation of the people than 
would otherwise have been possiblg. 
vo Every house, however small, had its token 
of welcome to the Maharaja and Maharani, the 
road was hung from tree to tree with strings 
of flowers and leaves, neat school-houses—and 
every village seomed to possess one—had 
poured out twin floods Of boys and girls, to 
line the roads, 1o wave paper flags, to cheoyr, 
It may be that all had been specially swept 
and garnished for the ¢ccasion ; but even that’ 
would not explain ontively the astonishingly 
neat and well-kept appearance of the dwellings 
of the Travancore ‘villagers and idwnsmen. 
Is it that the high standard of education in the 
State has encouraged greater attention io the 
amenities of communal life than exists in parts 
of the couniry whose inhabilants are satisfied 
entirely with suéh things as their, fathers 
knew ? 

One looks up fram the car as one passes to see 
the entrance gateway of each Tarwaal crowded 
with feminine greeting, little girls give daz- 
zling smiles from wall top, while tiny babies 
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fair skinned and rolling in fat¥are held up to 
take their share in the universal welcome. 
The meg and boys, with the older girls, are 
without, or lining the road in front of the 
schools. 

I suggest to those responsible for fulure tours 
of this kind the desirability of giving thé 
Maharaja’s car some easily identified token, 
such as a flag; this for the sake of the people, 
Each time the motor in which I was seated 
approached collected groups, adult or youthful, 
all began to cheer and wave flags ; 3 musicsrent 
the air ; garlands were held out For” acceptange, 
while children shrijled:; the disappointment, 
_ when it became obvious that the Maharaja was 
not within, was as clearly visible as it was 
pathelic. * . 

A row of mighty elephants royally capari- 
soned, heads and trunks sheathed in gold; 
green lawns and, brightness of flowers; a 
double storied building wih, wide” enivaneo 
porch, and, facing it, a scarlet clad gttard of 
honour. “We have arrived prompt to time, and, 
while guns roar in-salute, His Bighnaw of 
Travancor eegreets the ruler of Baroda and his 
Consort"Heads of Departments and distin- 
guished personalities were there waiting, and 
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were duly intr{\duced, while His Highness 
presented the members of his suite io the 
Maharaja of Travancore. : a 

The Guest House, in which the Maharaja 
and Maharani are housed, is a «building ef 
whick the State may well be proud, deeigned 
and erected by Mr. Jacob; though only half 
the planned erection has as yet beon built, it is 
of magnificent proportions for its purpose, com- 
plete—to a collection of excellently chosen 
books, and a billiard table, electric lights, and 
fans> From its uppor windows the favoured 
guests have splendid viows of undulating downs 
sparsely populated, of octasional hills forest- 
covered, of sunset and sunriae uninterrupted. 

In spite of thbir tiring day, Their High- 
nesses took a lon motor drive this evening, 
through the town, to what is known as “ the 
Beach ”—~an expanse of gand of a soft, brown 
whoreon the waves beat, monsoon lashed, a 
vivid sunset playing upon the whole the while. 
Whito-robed men 2 devoutly pray beside the sea, 
and, in the strong wind, the few graceful 
palms which hold footing against encroaching 
sand bond and how in sympaihy; fh ithe back- 
ground slumbers a melancholy building, much 
favoured by a long-doparted ruler of the State, 
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now no longer in use, stoutly Snutt ered as io 
windows, weather-beaten as to walls andé¢roof. 

We refurn through gathering darkness, past 
shadowy tanks, past the ancient Palace in the 
Fort, guarded residence of the Makaraja of 
‘Travancore, past the huge white blook of 
public offices, After dinner some of the court 
musicians, deservedly be-lauded by Loti, 
entertained Their Highnesses. A greater than 
T has described them and their art. 


July 9. 
The Maharaja and Maharani left the GucRt 
House early this mofning, Mr. Vieyra, Chief 
‘Secretary to the Travancore Government, 
accompanyjng them in their motor, Firat we go 
to the Museum which, like our own in Birode 
isin the Public Gardens, and bears to it a 
strong family likeness; both were designed by 
Chisholm. In the fast falling rain the, Gardens 
were not ab their best, but evén undor mondi- 
tions 80 adverse we were able to admire care- 
fully trimmed borders, well weeded roads and 
paths, amply stocked flower-lads. Jus} within 
the gates 2° subsidiary museum, home of a 
small reference library and ethnological and 
archaological collection, was visited. Here are 
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some quaini of pictures relating episodes in 
the bistory of the State ; specimens of mineral 
sands, recently discovered within Tavancore 
tervitorics, marketable at a profit; images of 
deities cyriously carved, long loste to the light 
of day, brought from forgotten corners by the 
indofatigable Vieyra, who seems io be the 
guiding genius of most of the learned societies 
of the State. Both the Maharaja and Mahayani 
showed great interest in everything shown 
them, were ‘obviously anxious to miss nothing 
whigh might inform thom of Travancore life 
and custom. 

Thon on to the Museum proper. One musi 
pronounce this a genuinely useful collection, - 
designed to exhibit ‘Travancore, its manners, ite 
arts and crafis, its fauna and flora, its all,—and 
nothing else. Not here the faiuous ambition to 
show everything, with resultant failure to show 
anything satisfactorily, nor she haphazard con- 
fusion of Aris and Sciences, Hast and West, 
books and carpefs, porcelain and stufigd snakes, 
of many so-called museums of this-land. 

An old-time Resident, General Cullen, who 
lived here for “twenty years in that gapacity, 
leaving his impress on many things, in 1852 
commenced tho collection with specimens of 
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Travancore rocks. The preser.t building was 
occupied in 1880. The State Manual sayg of it 
that “ it answers all the purposes of light and 
ventilation, and retains some of the characteris- 
tigs of native architecture on the Malabar coast.” 
Some of these features may be seen in ou 
Musoun building, especially in the -roofing 
arrangements. 

Here are fascinating things for our curious 
observation. Amongst many others, a beautifully 
made model of a Tarwad, with figures of the 
inhabitants, correct in all detail, engaged in 
their normal occupations, at the “well, tan, 
aooking-pots, accoupt-books; ancient imple- 
ments of torture, found years ago in Travancore, 
relics of a long past barbarism ; little wooden 
figures, stdl having in head or eye the nails 
inserted by some vanished wizard, at roquest 
of clients desiring the ruin or death of private 
enemics. 

Impossible to fell all tho delights of this 
place. A shaaty g glance at excallent oxarfiplos of 
work of °rare beauty in silver, ivory, and 
sandalwood, and we must on, to pass through 
crowded sjreets, past fine large hotises and 
spacious gardens, shops full of prospority, 
churches, temples and mosques, to stop in front 
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of a handsome .building, the Trevandraum 
Library. Here “heir Highnesses are met by 
My, Sloss, who combines the secretarial care of 
the Library with the duties of his Chair of 
English Literature at the College. The 
Library i i& oxceedingly well organised, charg- 
mg @ nominal sum for membership, varying 
with the number of books desired at one tine, 
having shelves filled with volumes selected 
with loving skill, and aif excellent device 
which tells at a glance df that which is desired 
is ‘ia’ or‘ out’, Some raro old volumes I saw, 
and eagorlf coveted, in the crabbed type dear 
to tho first printors; one in particular, am 
ancient Ptolemy ; one wonders what romantic _ 
history attaches to that veteran. Willingly 
indeed would I spand days in the Library of 
Trevandrum. On to the School of Art, housed 
ina rambling block of buildings, shortly to be 
tvansterrod to a now habilation, more worthy. 
Wo admifod tho, careful skill shown by tho 
carvere’ in ivory, Her Highness making 
considerable purchases. 
Thence to the Oolloge, wholly admirable in 
all respects, save that it seemed cramped as to 
pace for playing fields, and its hostels were 
unfitting their purpose. New blocks are in 
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course of erection. With but threo hundred 
atudents, the College is very strong in, staff 
and equipment. With laboratories of obvious 
efficiency, workshops staffed with practical 
workmen for minor repairs, and atmosphere 
of zeal, it is an inspiring place. 

Just across the road, and we come toa 
home of wonder, a Women’s College contain- 
ing nearly a thousand students, of all ages, 
from the smallest df tots to the woman grown. 
Here they are educated to the standard 
required by the Intermediate Examinatian of 
the Madras University, which passet, if they #0 
desire, they may join tho Male College; in 
tact we have just seen nine or ten ex-students 

of the Women’s College thes working. As 
Their Highnesses enterede the building, a 
chorus sang the Baroda anthem in Malayalum, 
accompanied by piano and violins; the Lady 
Principal, Miss Watis, in cap, gown, and hood. 
introduced her staff, similaply , uniformed. 
Especially to be noted the abBengo of “Adam 
from this Eve’s paradise, for in Baroda our 
institutions for female education still are forcod 
to employ the objectionable cre&iure, ° A tour 
was madé of all the classes. A splendid work 
is being done here, sure to have lasting effect 
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on the morale of rising genorations, sure also to 
repay the State a thousand-fold for the expendi- 
turo involved. A pretty little function goncluded 
the visit. Their Highnessos look their seats on 
a dias in the Hall, the girls came in, two by tro, 
from, the far doors, to bow and march out, 
chaning, especially the smallest, in their shy 
upward glancings, their frankness of curiosity. 
Followed an action song. ‘Two,or three dozen 
marched in, took up appointed places, with 
infinite solemnity actél a day in the life of 
a school girl who wakes with a yawn, slretches 
lazy limbs, ‘pathos in the tank, says her prayers, 
and go on, When thoy ave gone, others come 
in, still smaller, and with vivid action, show 
us how, once upon a time, 


“ When the pie was opened 
The birds began to sing, . . 


More music, and the Baroda anthem again, 
and away wwo,go {o breaklast. Later Mr. 
Wohamn, tho Resident, ealled on the Mahar AJ, 
This evonixg lis Highness paid a State 
visit, with all the pomp and ceremony proper 
to the ofcasionfon His Highnessof Travan- 
core at the Durbar Hall. This forms the 
eontre of the handsome block of State Offices 
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which, with its lofty pillars gf whito stone, 
catches our eyes whenever we drivo though 
the town, A fow gilt chairs aro rangod right 
and left of the gloriously carved Mawynid, tho 
flooy is of marblo ; on tho walls, pictues of tho 
Emperor and Himpress, and of tho royaleraca 
of fravancore. With His Wighness woro the 
Dewan, and Nimbalkar. Carriage and four, 
guard of honour with band and colours, streets 
lined by police and*troops, the State olephanis 
in grandeur decked—*in ¢< word, all the 
panoply of courts, . 

Afterwards Thoir Highnessos drove oul th 
the Golf Links, and visited the Lunatic 
Asylum. By the way, ono imagines that the 
‘gompiler of the programme is*no follower of 
tho Royal ahd Ancient gamd for ow horrilied 
eyes behold thorein tho fact that, in his view, 
thero is obvious connection botavoou lunacy 
and goll; at least one goes to tho Agylumn oie 
the links. 


July 10. 

Tho ladies of Trevandram, ,ttus morning, 
prosonted an address to Hor Htohness*in the 
Town Hail, All that is prominent in the 


fominino society of the city were gathered

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thore to pay theiy iribuio of admiration and 
respect, wilh music and garlands, lo one whom 
in all sincorily, thoy dolightod to hoyour. It 
is a curious building, oxactly like a large non- 
conformis, chapel in a provingial English 
“town, avith (lo addition ofa stage, the atmos- 
phere boing so suggestivo that one looked 
vound for the organ. It is howovor ontirely 
adoquate, such a building as wo nood sorely 
in Baroda for our loss format functions. 

Mrs, Raman Tahpt read an address to the 
Maharani, of which the following is an

I assure you 
that it has givon Her Highness singere ploa- 
sure to meet you all hore. You have besiowed 
on her high encomiuns ; sho is doubtful if she 
deserves them. She is always glad to meot 
the women pf India, because of the deeply 
responsible position they occupy in relation to 
our society, realising too tlfe obvious necessity 
that the education of womon should bo deve- 
loped and widenod unceasingly. ° 

* Lol all that you do be for the service of the 
country. Iam of course aware that tho State of 
Travancore has done much iit many directions 
—ospodially in the oduestion of the people, 
About 85 years ago, Raja Sir T. Madhavrao 
gave me the bonefit of his experience here, and 
my present Minister also gives to Baroda the . 
advantages gained by long dabgurs , both for 
Travancoro and for Mysore.” }t has boen a 
delight both to Iler Tighnosd and to me to 
have this opportunity of visiting your boautiful 
country, al 10 accopt the spléndid hospitality 
offered us by His Highnoss the Maharaja. Wo 
hope, at some future time, to havo another 
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opportunity of mogting youall, Again let me 
thank you, on bohalf of lfor Ligthnoss, for 
tho magnificont rocoption you have given her 
horo this morning.”

“Tb is cortainly remarkable thet from tho earliest 
periods of the history of Travancore, tho Ilindu, the 
Mussalman an the Christian have all equally enjoyed 
the protection, tho friondship and sympathy of the 
Native Government, whilo on tUteir part they have all® 
willingly laboured for the well-being and prosperity of 
the commonwealth, “without any of those fanatical 
oulbusis of bigotry, or the unpleasant asperitios 
and collisions, that have disfigured and disturbed 
‘tho friondly relationship of their —co-religionists 
elsewhore,” 


For ingtango, the honour “paid. officially to 
tho Ohriatian ishops, At overy official recop- 
tion, whother Ya Cochin or ‘Travancore, the 
pastors of the altan roligion have beon amongst 
tho first to bo infiroducod lo Their ighnosses, 
Now, lot us suppose that Christiawily had 
completely triumphed on the Malabar Coast, 
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that the Portuguese were giill hore, do you 
suppose that the priosts of Hinduism weuld be 
put in ihe fore-front on such occasions, sup- 
posing thoy wished it? The toleration of 
Christianity is as nothing compared io that 
of Hinduism, possibly—I wonder—becauge 
Tlindus fecl conscious superiority, have no 
proselytising zeal, 

Which leads to anothor point, to me most 
astonishing. ‘Trfvancore, most consorvalively 
Hindu of all the Statés of ‘India, has actually 
fewor Hindus by far under ite rulo than 
Hydorabad, tho most conservatively Moskem, 

° The barrier State af* Hinduism has only 69-9 
per cent. Hindus, while the barrier Moslem 
State has 89 per cent. : 

Parfly*this is due to missionary activity 
and the most significant featuro of this success- 
ful proselytisation is that it ocours especially 
in that part of Indian whero tho Brahmanic 
oasle systom exists in its fee vigout. All 
agree in asserting, what éne indocd would 
expect, that converts are fecruilod almost 
entirely from the lowest cltssos of Hindus, 
Unloss gomo extraordinary elfange tikes placo 
in the attitude of the higher castes towards 
the Pariahs, the untouchables, ono must 
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anticipaio their ,comploto absorption, soonor or 
lalor,ain§ othor folds, Christian or Moslom, 
Christian missionaries hore in Travapsoro aro 
able (o go into the homes of those unhappy 
pooplo, tg urge thoir accoptance of a creod, 
‘which loachos tho innato equality of all men 
before God, which offers, moroovor, distinet, 
and immodiato material profit; for the Brah-~ 
man who dospisos, roluwes lo agsociato with, 
tho Pariah, whilo ho is Iindu, will moot him 
in oxtra-domestic thattots kindly and considers 
atoly as soon as he becomos Christian. 

Ano would imagino that a Uinduism which 
annually pormits so many sol its adhorenis to” 
bo driven from its ranks was a roligion harsh 
and intolorant ; yot, after all, what doos ono 
know? I road (Re following in Y%e State 
Manual; tho roading loaves mo porploxed, 


Tho ‘Mild Windu? is a term well-known to ua all, 
{fo is not bigoted like tho Mahomo‘an, nor stiff like the 
sectarian, Ohristi un." To lives, and lets others live, The 
hears peace andygood-will to all mankind. ‘Chis ho ia 
hy birth, aco, 1a, climate, and above all by religion. 
Jio has deep faith fr his own oreed, but tolerance to 
the followers of obhor creeds iy his fivstfayd highest 
toncL . . . . Asimple conformity to his follows in 
outward form. . . . anda nominal allegiance to caste 
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rules is all that Hinduism expects of its followers. Itis 
a gentle task-master, and one most easily pleased, as 
tho discipline to be observed is neither stifl nor difficult. 
What perplexes mo is this. Ts tho Pariah 
within the Ilindu fold, subjoct to “ this gontlo 
task-mastor,” or not? If ho is so subjocy why 
does Hinduism frown on him whilo ho romaing 
Hindu, smile on him when he turns Obristian? 
Quito possibly the converts desorve~—many of 
thom—the conteifiptuous description freoly 
given them by many avho*say thoy are bub 
* rico-Christians ”; this does not oxplain things 
tome. Tho Pariahs are in procos# of becomp- 
dng lost to Hinduism, ;* does Hinduism care ? 

_ The Goneral Iospital, and tho Women and 
Children’s Hospital were also visited this 
morning, *Noteworthy about tho Hospitals are 
the nursing arrangomonis. The Gonoral Tos- 
pital, for instance, has twelve Luropean nursos, 
sistors of some religious ordor, nearly all Swiss. 
To mo there is something pathotio, in the

mooting with a Belgian, Ffonvh, or’ Swiss 
sistor so far [rom hor nativo ES Jor these 
peoples, more than most, chogfsh longing for 
the mothe» country ; sad thoufghis of distant 
homes mist often visit these devotod women as 
they gaze over the seas whence they camo. 
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This aftornoon [is Ilighnoss visited tho 
Iligk Cow and the TIusur Offices. Wido 
vorandahs, lofiy spacious rooms, plenty of 
vontilation, assure that those who, undor Tis 
Tighnoss tho Maharaja, are rospopsible for the 
‘earrying’ “on of public affairs, are woll and com- 
fortably housed. ‘Tho Maharaja was keonly 
intoreslod in the mothods of businogs hero 
followed, and the Dewan and, Vieyra traced 
out for him tho fortunes of*sevoral “ tippans ” 
—as wo should cfll them in Baroda —Lrom the 
timo they loft tho originating officer to tho 
weooption Of final ordors from Jlis Highnoss 
himsoll. One notos thitt all the work is in the 
English language. : 

Later, Ilis Iliyhness called on the Resident, 
and aflorwards, ageompaniod by Iér ffighnoss 
tho Maharani, motored lo tho Casto Girls’ 
School in tho Fort. Driving through the 
anclont gily we huncd sharply at right angles 
into Romancos In front, a pagoda-shaped 
tomplo poinicd ‘pracolully upwards ; on cithor 
sido, shops a houses had pourod forth mon, 
women aud chadren, intont on glimpsing the 
famous’guests*sharing in tho wotcgme given 
thom. Figure to yoursolves a brown road 
alvown with auspicions white sand as to tho 
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centre ; houses red-roafed, inyilingly warm ; 
sky of profound blue abovo, an anciont tomple 
beforo; ,and  bare-headed happy-nalured 
humanity massed around. 

We come jo the school building, not vory 
imposing, but in keeping with ils swroundings 
and purpose, under tho shadow of tho Maha- 
raja’s Palace, Flags, garlands, peacock-splen- 
did bouquets, and gold tissue of price ; ladios 
in old-time costume, hair dressed in the national 
tight-rolled style which mikes the gravest, 
the most serious, assume an air of ploasant, 
entirely proper, audacity. Up a catved fliglt 
of wooden stairs, wo erfier a long low-ceilinged 
room. decorated in lotters of gold with mottoos 
of greeting and of loyalty. * 

This dni8riainment at the®asto Girls’ School 
is onliroly unforgettable. National dances, 
somothing after the model of those wo saw al 
Kollengodo, perforned by dainty little maidens 
of acharm unsurpassable and idoal, whg moved 
with classic grace through sorits of stops and 
figuros, now with slow deliboraijon, and again 
with a dashing energy, as ful’ of dolight as 
it was so urfexpectedly contrasfod with what, 
had gone before ; clashing of cymbals, beating 
of sticks, round after round, measuro after 
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measure, mazg afior maze, with a constant 
(flowing of gauzy draporios and a constant flash- 
ing of shy domure oyos. A thousmed. pitios if, 
in tho passion for modernism which has over. 
jakon India, those things of tho past, those 
rolies of that wholly delightful romance which 
oneo held this land, should bo forgotton, 
Songs doseriptivo, songs roligions, music, from 
inslrtmonts national and Wesigrn, perlormors 
of alf ages, of youth, from tho tiny porson who 
porlorns the purf of tho youthiul princo who 
is dvivon into tho forest by an ungoucrous stap- 
mother, to “tho tall girl who plays tho fathor’s 
park ; and that other Who js tho Rishi wlfo 
magically brings tho druna to ily happy end, 
tuo to the dominds of pootic justico. 

A writer in TAS L7indu has rooontly” doplored 
tho fact that, on their visit to Travancore, 
Thoir Tighnossos aro losve nothing bul Schools, 
Collages, Privons, and ,Lunatie Agyhuns, 
instoad of wikmossing somothing of the truly 
national, tauly® charactoriatic, such as devil 
dancos, ov singlar dolights. [n many ways ono 
is foreod to coos to an agroomont with these 
sontiménts. But had wo soon nouteht else, the 
visit to the Caste Girls’ Sohool would alone 
have beon worth the long journey to the South, 
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So wo go back to the Guest House. A 
Gardon Party, especially when official, a State 
function, isa thing of beauty and a joy Lor ever, 
Wo aro in a most romaniic corner of India, 
have just come from an onierlainmont, which 
has been full of vivid Eastern appeal, sare 
straight transported into the land of pomp and 
circumstance. of top-hat and frock-coat, tea. 
tables and cakes, bands and tents, and stiffly 
correo! groups of morfand womon, Beautiful ly 
managed, the function was a groat success, of 
course ; the kindly courteous peoplo we mot wero 
charming ; bui—can you, with your hand ow 
your heart, solemnly sytar that garden partics 
appeal to you? There isin thom a straining 
altor effect, a tansfer of the drawing room 
into the garden, a brass bane whoro naturo 
domands an xolian harp. You have no soonor 
bocome interested in him or hor to whom 
you have. just boon, presoniod than, a quick 
change, you find yolself in talk with fomo- 
one olso; and I have nover*been able to 
vid myself of the feeling tha, that some 
one else has heard all I can sites find to 
say, not onca buéia thousand ifmes. Txag- 
gorated ? Ofcourse: we all onjoyed things 
immensely. 
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Tor {ig hnogs did not come down, romaining 
on the vorandah to survoy tho scono from a 
point of vantage. Tho English laglics wore 
introduced to hor, howovor, and great was the 
intorost ,shown in, many tho questions asked 
abort, tho clophant and bison, ‘Tho Maharajas 
of Baroda and Travancore walked here and 
thore, ialking with friends old and new, soomod 
to have much to discuss one with the other, 
‘The inevitable group was thkon by Burke, who 
had to wo his médst oitticing tones to porsuade 
his siltors bo sit—-or whatovor tho photographie 
form may bo ; and, when all is summod up, one 
will declare that it is Pleasant. indoed to moot, 
in such cirewnstancos, so many delightful poo- 
plo whoso shibboleths aro other than our own. 

Ono touch of lal colour T must"rodord. As 
lis Wighnoss of 'Trayancoro drove up to tho 
Guost House, ho passod his clophants, in lino, 
saluling, their mahouts with hands held caro- 
fully aoforo Uvoir mouths ; this thoy do that 
thoir breath mfy not polluto the atmosphero 
what timo thgir royal master passes. 

At dinner orl Iinglish pooplo had beon 
invitod lo most Thoir Iighnossoe j iho dining 
room being too small for a banquet, two partios 
have been arrangod, Aftorwards wo witnessod. 
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a devil dance by a good looking youth, 
his features hideously sdridnepenntid his head 
crowned hy a nightmare erection of gill, his 
legs distoriod by mis-shapen brass groaves. 
Usually these dances are, I believe, porformed 
by six or more at a timo, and are then, perhaps, 
more impressive. The trouble is that one doos 
not know, cannot find out, what the words are 

which his atlendants howl to the accompani- 
ment of the local drtim and dulcimer ; ; L suppose 
they have some meaning, are posable of very 
great antiquity, and, if so, of value to siudents 
of folklore, 1 trust some offorts are being made 
to collect these rapidly? disappearing: ros aee 
of old days, bofore they are forgotien, and the 
country of their origin knows’ them no more. 
Indians,” ofie would think,s would be more 
anxious to preserve thoir ancient songs and 
dances than they seem to bo; but too often 
those I spoak to about such things obviously 
regard thom ag incdnsistent with any fort of 
claim to oducated modornity, Bido any inow- 
ledge thoy may possess, pass thg questions off 
with a smile of pity at tho follwvand simplicity 
of past times There aro of coufse horfourable 
and famous oxcoptions, Butin tho highways 
and byways of so ancient a State as this there 
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must bo minos of precious old-time customs ;

IJLore in tho Gardons, he acts as om 
most officiont cicoymo, with talos te tall of tho 
purchaso or oxchange by which he managed 
to seoure oach animal, haying their life- 
historios ab fingor-lips, so to spowk, Tako, for 
instanco, tho Oyrang-Oulangf, his pride, known 
do all Ald sundry as “ Little Benjamin,” Ask 
wheneo this silecting namo: you will hear 
bow a pair wy bonght, how thoy sickened 
and died, how by miraculous good fortune 
“Lillo Benjamin ” arrived, a pulirty infant, 
how he was at onco taken to the Chief 
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Secretary’s bosom, to be nursed and petted into 
a thriving maturity. Sturdy, incredibly ugly 
ina curieusly perverted way, endowed with 
superlative strength he is object of vasi 
curiosity to all and sundry. ele eomes to 
the bars of his cage when visitors approach, 
hoping for succulent plantains or bowls of 
milk; he relishes an occasional cigarette, but 
discards cherogts; shakes hands cordially with 
his keeper when in’ good mood, and, in briof, 
is a vision of Herculed, distorted and out of 
drawing.

of tho car camo to Ijeht a capacious iffin- 
basket ; Vieyra would prdduce tho good things 
of tho oarth in abundance if wrecked on a- 
dosort island. It ig Sunday aftornogn,,a period 
which for mo has always suggestod drowsy 
introspootion ; and tho murmurings of the sea, 
ag it laps tho shores bolow, aids tho suggos-

a road surpassing those of Kent, the best in 
1s 
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all my previous o&xporionce, and oecupiod less 
than thro hours. 

Tho onginoors of Travancore haye reason 
to bo proud of thoir porfootod labours, Broad 
pnd smoah, we highway, gontly undulating, 
was froo from jolt) ox jar to vehicles, clean- 
nwopt and watorod, a joy lo the dovoloo of the 
opon road and swift travel, Throuyh hamlet 
and town, ovor slroams and rivgrs, shaded by 
forests of palm and Loak, Dosido fields groen- 
carpoted with ridhly *maturing paddy, past 
tomple and church, mosquo and chapel, we, 
the forimalo pilgrims, rojoice as wo go to the 
soa, On our loft wo are sholiored from the 
rising sun by tho torracod fortrossos of the, 
Ghats, pursuing thoi irregular path to the 
oooan, sharp poal& of varying hoight“altornat- 
ing with smooth dexconts in vorduro clad. 
Most noticoablo the prospority of tho country- 
sido, tho woalth of tho lowys, tho slook health 
of thes cattle,” tho smiling happiness of tho 
people who ljfo tho roads, making of the 
cighty odd m{1os of ow progiss an avenue of 
welcoming hunfinity. Tf this bo an oxaggora~ 
tion, it'ie but Blight. Rare indectl Jo cover an 
hundred yards without hearing murmurs of 
grooting, without sight of waving flags. 
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Wo English havo to somg extont lost the 
primitive respect and awe which our prede- 
oessors bad for royalty, for the anointod of 
the Lord, the ancient religious fear in pre- 
sence of the depositary of «divine right, 
preserving always deference and * loydl 
attachment, Itis thus difficult for us to realise 
the depth of reverence with which these less 
sophisticated ones greet the presence amongst 
thom of His Hifhness the Gaekwar, who 
is to them, not only aerulitg Prince of fame, 
but also Lord of Dwarka, a sacred shrine. 
To this latter fact nearly all the songs*of 

ewelcome—and theiy *name is legion—refor ; 
the material West fails to measure adequately 
the importanee of thes¢ things. Most of those 
wo meét fin our wanderisas look up to the 
Maharaja as boing literally the represontative 
of the Divine Sanction ; if we wish to appreciate 
the enthusiasm which hails him evorywhere, 
wo must keep thi8 in mind. It is a cguniry of 
ideals ; Heaven grant it mashes thom long, 
that an abuse af modern education may not cast 
it forth into the outer darknars of scopticism. 

As I have already said sonfe tok¢h should 
be prominently placed on the motor containing 
His Htghness, when ona tour such as this, 
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Again ono. finds it pathotic to hear tho 
rising tide of welcome hesitate, check, and dio 
down, as it is painfully borne in on the minds 
of tho wailing crowds that lis Higthnoss is 
not yob como, Especially T fool sorry for the 
tiny boysrand? girls who, caroldlly drilled, 
stand in long linos in every village and town, 
waiting {o saluto with flags and voicos ; I hope 
thoy will not bo tired when, at last, the right 
oar arrivos ; T know thoy will 1ecoive a glad 
and pyracious reequnition fron Their High- 
nosses ; and am convinced that, whon oach little 
thing returns to waiting relatives, ho or sho, m 
braathloss sontances, will have much to say of 
the Maharaja and Mahardni.* At entrance to 
cach villago and town ,waiis a group of village 
olders, a tablo of Lrnit and flowors batoro thom, 
baskets of garlands ready at hand, tho senior 
norvously conning tho addvoss he hopes to be 
ablo to read, moro ofton than not aband of 
woird and wondorfal brass anf drum, conch and 
oymbaly“broaking: inio tomposiuous sound ag 
cach car passer, PAs afton as possible tho Maha- 
raje’s car will stop for a fow madmonts, and one 
hopos many will not be disappointed, Vieyra 
is with thom, and, with ono oyo on Ifis watch, 
and tho othor on the programmo for the day,

doubtless will halt as often as can be managed ; 
but if every place receives the attention for 
which it longs, Their Highnesses will novor 
reach the*Cape. 

Especially to be remembexed the town of 
Nagercoil, With its school and Volloge, contra, 
of wondorful missionary activity, pr ovided with 
hospitals and dispensaries by the same benevo- 
lent agency, filled to overflowing with pros- 
perity. It has*a clganness and neainess most 
attractive ; its buildings seerp designed to stand 
for all time, lacking thaf appearance of impend- 
ing ruin which seems to possess all, erections 
elsewhere than in the South, so far as concerns 
‘he smaller towns ant villages ; its inhabitants 
seem worthy, if one may judge by externals, of 
the high, calling. The town, which has a 
population of 30,000, is made up of a grouping 
of four villages, now its suburbs, ono of them 
Kottar, having been known in the market 
places of Rome iitelf ; it owes its prosperity to 
the succoss which attended the efforts Of suc- 
cessive Mahar, ajas to induce thev eaving castes 
to settle thefein, a circumsiince which is 
attested by, the fact that tffe ,stroetaare one 
and all catled after the namos of the royalties of 
Travangpre from ancient days. 
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Small wonder that Nagercoil should be 
prosporous. Lt fies on tho main way of com- 
munication from tho Tinnovelly district of the 
Madras Prosidoney bo tho port of Colachol, it is 
the contre of arich district, that callod Padma- 
rabhapurt fim, which ropresonin historic Travan- 
core, in which aro included tho old-timo capi- 
talg, Thiruvamkod—to tho Portuguese attempt 
lo pronounce which namo the Stato owes its 
designation on tho maps—and Padmanabhapu- 
ram, wilh its anoiont Palace and. Fort. Irrigation 
plus oxceptional natural advantagos havo mado 
of, the Division a huge granary, of which 
Nagercoil is tho heart. + | 

The town is a monument fo the excellonce 
of the work locally done by Christian mission- 
arios, ospocially intho education ofthe people; 
The Stale Manual is intorosting, in this 
connection. 


“As olsowhero in India tho Ahristian missionaries 
wore the,pioncors 9 English oducation in Travancore. 
Their advont in vd State was at a vory carly date of 
the Chistian or The Portuguese and the 
Dutch who preceded,the English, and who wero the first 
bo visit ¢his congt, loft but little impression of their 
influence in Travancore, and the carly missionaries, 
who wore Catholics, do nob scom to have much 
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interested themselves in the cause of edudation. . .. . 
of late, however, they have undertaken educational work 
in xight earnest. They have now three High Schools at 
Changenacierry, Quilon, and Trevandrum, thirty-five 
English and Vernacular Schools and two-hundred ond 
eighty-five Patiah Schools. They are greatly inter, 
eating themselves in the spread of female education, sik. 
their well-equipped convents axe domg excellent work, 


of which the one at Trevandrum. . . . . gives 
instruction for girls @ to the I. A. Standard. The 
Protestant Missionaries. . . . . were the first to 


introduce English educationein tifs State.” 


At Nagercoil a missionary of the London 
Mission. Society founded, in 1818, a “Semi- 
nary”, the first ihstitution in the State to give 
regular instyuction ins English ; this has 
grown tv the College withoyt whale walls we 
passed this morning. Here, as all feminine 
India knows, laco of super-excellence is made 
both in OConvenls, and in depois of the London 
Mission, The Satvation Aymy is alao very 
active, iis hospital, with oe and” physi- 
cians from thg first medica\schools in the 
world, doing work of the grgatest value. It is 
the fashion to decry the missionaryeand his 
work—at"least amongst a certain circle—but 


when one thinks of the extent of his influence 
8 
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for social advancomont amongst the people 
ono muat coaso*scoffing ; here, at any rate, in 
this corner of India, ho neods uo monument, 

Tho Dowan rocoivod an addross hére on his 
way through iy advance of the rost of the 
party, MreMadhiavaran i is immonsoly popular in 
Travancore, whore his Dewanship is remem- 
bered with gratitude, judging (vom the refer- 
encos to it one hoary on all sides, official and 
private. 

As wo leavo Nagercoil, and on a broad 
straight road commonce tho last slag, nearly 
olovon miles, of the journoy to the Capo, a 
change becomes apparoyt in tho surrounding, 
country. Woe havo loft tho Malayalum peoples 
and languages bohingd, ontoring now on a 
Tamil environment. Tho villagos rare fower, 
and at greator distance one from the other ; 
palmyra palms riso in groves in midst of 
paddy fiolds of an indoscribable greon; from the 
hills, now descending gradtally to sea level, 
come Mhumorabje stroamlots which the thrifty 
pooplo ovoryw, bro tun to profitable use for 
tho inigation of thoir crops. X shi agp turn to 
the loft brings as to a long, handsqme bridge, 
evidontly now, for the remains of the more 
ancient orection aro still plainly to be seen 
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alongside, Another turn to tho wight and, 
passing churches and temples, over a sandy 
road, we skirt an old tank, a temple edging it, 
and como a decorated canvas shed, tho usual 
group of notables within, gwaiting Their 
Highnosses’ Arrival. A very fely houses, at a. 
little distance ; what place is this ? One informs 
us that this is the village called Madhavapuram, 
erected in honour of:ow Dewan, and called 
after his name® It,must be peculiar to pass 
through a place named in oye’s own honour, 
and the man is fortunate who has the 
experience ; well for him too ifshis name 
londs itself in sound to fhe choice of the town 
planner. 

A mile or two further, and we come to the 
sea, to ¢hg southern limit of India. The 
motors twin in at the Residency, a fine build- 
ing, two-storicd, with windows protectod by 
doublo shutters and deep verandahs from the 
forco of the gales Which, at this season of the 
year, hurile straight from AN sea, sant and 
foam laden; a covered way ofsstone leads to 
an annexe whefe we, His Highhoss’s officers, 
are housed. , The grounds stretch to thg shore, 
a stone will and railing, here and thore a 
gate, mayking the line where the white sand

mools tho froen grass of tho lawns. Boforo us 
is the sea, nothing bul sca to a hazy horizon, 
swopt by tho good South-west wjnd, raised 
and hollowed by tho long ground swoll, opales- 
cont undor the*noon-day sun, , 

Ttewas hot whon wo loft Trovandrum, hot on 
tho jowney, our onorgios and activilios, men- 
tal and physioal, havo boon ned by the warm 
dampness to a lassiludo uninspiring ; ; comes 
a breath of tho salt witd, 2 realisation of 
Varuna’s prosonoo, bynign, encouraging, life 
bringing. 

All thy “ways aro good, O Wind, and all the world 

should fester, 
Woro thy fourfold godhead quenched or stilled thy sitife: : 
Yet the waves and wo dgsire too long the deep south- 
wostor, 
Whonco the waters quicken shorewaid, clothed with life,” 


Wo stand on the vorandah drinking it in, 
forgotful of all olao, Truly it is wondorful 
Loount six difffront colovfrs of a porfoation tc 
bo allainod oly by tho Immortals on the 
groaler canypses, opal and indigo, amothysi 
and sapphire, ogerald and pearl-wgand the sun 
and skty, bouttiful of light, over all, 

‘Thus revived and refreshod, we go in to 
breakfast. Tho boneficont care of our hosts 
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has made of this outpost of Travantore a land 
of milk and honey, far as we are from Trevan- 
diam, the base of supply. Their Ilighnessos, 
who staried slightly after us, and spent a short 
time on thg way in visiting | ihe Dewan of 
Travancore in his fine house, arrive ash we* 
commence our meal; we learn from Vieyra 
that frequent stops were made for tho grati- 
fication of the, evident desire of the populace 
todo them honouf; my friends, the small 
boys and girls, have yot seen deprived of 
tho treat to which*they had so long looked 
forward. ° 
« Breakfast over, 2 watk on the sands follows, 
amore detailed” study of our surroundings. 
Square and strong the Residency looks out to 
the Ocefin® as do also itssncighbours, the 
ancient Temple, sacred io the virgin 
goddess—so jealously guarded against possible 
dofileoment thai I, the forcign barbarian, am 
not permitted so mich as a di&lant viow,of its 
procincis—the red-roofed Dak Bungalow, and 
the Christian Gonvent; and thg sea, constant 
in purificatien, is here, open Jp all. 

This atteenoon Their Highnesses deovo to 
Vattakotta Fort, Vatia, in the Vernacular mean- 
ing rout, and Kotia, fort. In their car sat 
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also Mr, N’ Sulamanayia Aiyor, Sonior Dowar 
Peishkar, an authority on revonno matters, 
and past masior in modicine anc surgory, 
suroly a raro combination, As conipilor of the 
last Congw Qdport his dicta om Travancore 
malidrs avo entitled to bo heard with respeet ; 
but ho has ono or lwo views which siriko one 
as curious in aman of such modorn education, 
Tor instanco, ho is a stom supporter of the 
old fashioned collection of evento in kind, a 
sydlom which has ‘nlyeroeonily, in fact in the 
Dowanship pot Mr. Machavarao, given plaao to 
Ute now® gonorally acceplod colloction in 
monoy. But not mino ove jo entor upon & 
discussion of tho rights and wrongs of econo- 
mic principlos ; mino tathor to ‘acknowlodge, 
with pratiludo, Uf thought kindness tho 
party oxporioncod al his hands, 

' Tho inhabitants of Madhayapuram lad 
wishod lo presont an address lo Tis Iligh- 
Nona, yl wore frailing for ws as we passod, 
Accordingly tho ‘cars drow ap for a momont, tho 
addross waa handed over, and 4akon as road, 
This Iighness said a fow eracioysyentonoos, 
and on Yo wort, for time was short. and our 
programme long, An answor to the address 
was lator sont by Ilis Highnoss to the villagorg, 
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with an expression of his regres that he lacked 
opportunity to see more of a place in which he 
naturally gook keen interest. The memorial 
consists of a well, over which is placed a stone 
testifying that it was “construétad in, grateful 
remembrance of the beneficent and sympathe- 
tic administration of Mr. Madhavarao as 
Dewan of Travancore.” 

As we proceed I am yet again struck by the 
crowds which, in what are apparently most 
remote places, spring inte beiig al every corner 
tosee the Maharaja” pass, to make reverent 
salutation to Kim, A sharp turn to the right 
brings ué to a lesg frequented road, bordered 
on one side by an immense hedge, a hundred 
feet or so wide, of cactué and umbrella iree, 
absolutely iftpenetrable, which, in other days 
formed the customs barrier between Travancore 
and the noighbouring British territory. Pro- 
sently, in the clear,light of a descending sun, 
wo.see an ancient wall, witl\battlomepétand 
watch house, approached by a drawbridge over 
a deep moat ; it js the Vettakotta, 41e round fort 
built two ates ago by a Gaptain D’Lanoy, 
and still stafiding as a monument to him. Of 
him the History of Travancore has much to tell, 
interesting and romantic. 
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In 1740,°1741 there was trouble botweon the 
Duich at Cochin, and Travancore. Van Imhoff, 
the Dutch Governor, belioved that dhe Maha- 
raja of Travancore was acting against him in 
accordange with English advico,, and threat~ 
onoc Travancore with a Duich invasion ; 


Tho Maharaja calmly ieplied that he was porfectly 
at liborty to do so, and reminded him of the unlike- 
lihood of such an undertaking boing crowned with 
success, and added that oven if ft should succeed, there 
wore forests througlrout «lravancoro into which the 
Maharaja could rotiro in safetye M. Van Imhoff scom- 
fally said gh&t the Dutch could follow Ifis Highness 
wherever he went, The Maharaja closed the interview 
with tho ixonical retort thot if MA Van Imhoff could 
carry into oxecution his threats, Mis Tlighnoss would 
also think of invading Europe with his "Mypehoes ( (native 
boats) and fishormon. 


Van Inhoff mado his preparations, summoned 
help from Coylon, and--an unfriendly act to 
Trav ee he a thoe*Rani of Blayada 
Swarddpam as #ilor of thatininuto State, The 
armioa of ‘Travancore marched against the 
Dutch, took Possossion of si ota 
captured tho Duich factories and glTtho goods 
foundthorein, In the meantime the"Dulch from 
Coylon had landed at Colachol, a sport and 
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harbour in the south of the Side, still in 
profitable use, ravaged and burnt, and advanced 
against Evaneel, a rich town on tho coast Side 
ofthe voad from Trevandrum to the Cape. 
Followed tho battle of Colachei, on August 10 
1741, famous in Travancoro annals, 


The munchees surrounded the Dutch ship, anchored 
in the Colachel roads, and watched the landing of 
men and arms tg adsiat the Dutch detachments then 
engaged in the battlé. Rama Tyen Dalawah’s army 
charged the Dutch line which was*drawn up in fighting 
order against the Travaficoreans, The Dutch line was 
broken through the officers and men werd dtiven frofa 
their positions, and the wkole force was thrown into 
confasion and disordé:, The Dutch having uo cavalry, 
of which the Mabaraja’s force formed tho largest por- 
tion, were plaged in the greatest ppril and after sutffer- 
ing much, they effected a precipitate rotreat to the 
fort, leaving behind them soveral of thoir comrades 
dead, wounded and prisoners, 

The Dutch prisoners 5 Wore 60 overtome with fhe kind 
trontment they received at the handé of the Maharaja 
that they resolved to serve him in any capacity, and 
wore enlisted ieFfis Highness’s ayny. Most of them 
distinguished thefasolves in His Highsess’s sérvice ag 
Captains, Majors, &e., and some of their descendants are 


still to be Sound in Travancore. 
7 
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Of those ‘prisoners tho most distinguished 
was Eustalious Blanoy, soldier of fortune from 
Flandors, aflorwards to bo Captain of ILis 
Tighnoss’s body-euard, constructor of Torlresses, 
leador of his armies, Ono wishes that D’Lanoy 
nad left Bohind him his momoifs, for they 
would assuredly bo most intorosting reading. 
Perhaps somo obscuro corner of the Record 
Offico of Travancore contains lotters and reports, 
or some such material which wotld givo infor- 
mation of him, =, | 

Within tho walls of tha Fort one sces how 
slong itp wush have boon in oldpdays. Built 
of ponderous granite, slab upon slab, ib looks 
out to soa, commanding tlfo approach to a small 
doop-wator harbour, ugod as a port to this day. 
Tndood melanchgly ovidonco of ghjs last is 
afforded, by tho rusly wreek of a singlo- 
funnollod sioamer which caught fire and was 
run aground a couple of yoars ago, a month or 
AO akor another fad boon kist-irying to make 
tho ossttanco. ®landing on the soaward batile- 
monis, looking al tho sunset, ono wonders if 
D’Lanoy over desired his hame across the 
soag, ae ho, irwhis ¢ day, slood on dhis*spot, and, 
surveying the finishod work, felt that it was 
good. 
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We visit the port, which is nothing but a 
sandy beach, approached by a cart iwack, 
guarded by a customs’ hut proud in possession 
of a flag-stall, whonce hangs a lantern, The 
water is deep enough fow ships of small 
draught only fourteen feet ouf, and a handing 
stage would, perhaps, be a sound investment ; 
doubtless wiser than I have discussed its 
possibilities. 

Back again to the Residency, and a stroll 
by the sea before it hecomes quite dark. In 
the midst of the recks, below the temple, and 
just beyond a sandstone-pillared *exection such 
as one finds near all temples here,—a sort of 
temporary protéotion for travellers or, as here, 
bathers,—a little swimming pool has been cut, 
in and, of which the sea eddies and sways, 
with constant murmurings and chokings; 
against tho high black rocks which protect il, 
the monsoon waves dash ; overhead hangs per- 
polually a smoke vf foam and sea-mish Tor 
the pilgrim to bathe here is to be “purified 
from all ae of body and of spirit , doubtless 
then the forrow will seg, many of our party 
making thei way hither, "Are enolosue has 
boon eredted by our thoughtful hosts for Thoir 
Highnosses’ convenience, 
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Wo twn away with reluctance. This is one 
of the few spots oft carth whonoe one may see 
tho glories of sunrise and sunset without 
change of position; across the wafers the 
colours of departis ing day blond with those of 
contings night, Gondorfully, beyond deserip- 
tion, ‘he sea wind is damp and chill, the 
lights that beckon from our quarters. are inyit: 
ing, wo will in, to refresh and rest, in pre- 
paration for the morrow. =» =? 

One curious phepomoenon there isin these 
southorn parts, the numbor of newspaper cor- 
respondents fvhose cards bear th names of 
tho dailios of Madras. To the writer it has. 
fallon to interview an incrodsing number of 
duly accrodited roportors, to give, thom such 
information of the Maharaja’s movenents or 
impvossions ag ho possossos. I imagino that 
overy othor educatod man of Madras, and con- 
lignous districts, bocomos a correspondent of 
tho Melvas Mail ov Times, 9° * 

Aftortfinnor Vaeyra has provided ‘dancors 
of sorts froma noighbonring tomple ; but 
Thoir Highnosies, though thoy appreciate and 
onjoy the onterkainmont, are tirdl, and the 
Monsoon wind blows strong and invitos . to, 
sleep ; so all votive quite.early, As we srepare: 
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for the night, the roar of winal and wave comes 


forcefully against window and shutter, to Ill 


to sleeys to be heard in dreams or in wakeful- 
ness until the dawn breaks, and the glories of 
the seascape at sunrise call Tesagaia withoyt, 


July 18, 

This morning, at dawn, one watched tiny 
catamarans, Jittle out-riggers, white sail bend- 
ing curved mast, make comparatively smooth 
progress out to the fishing’ over waves tipped 
with foam. and the olatine of the rising sun ; 


_ at this seagon one would not oxpect them 18 be 


able to venture,outeaf all. 


All preparations had been made for the 
Maharaja ahd Maharani to bathe, but they 


found thé water very colf. Tho rest of the 


patty took the plunge later in the day, inolud- 
ing the smallest, but by no means least .import- 
ant, Bablu, Nimbalkar’s tiny son. Without 
mention of him, and the tricks withewnich he 
has enlivened our journeyiigs, this record 


-would indeed: be incomplete. »Can you touch 


your nese with the tip ef your tongue, have 
you overs Been able to doso? “I am sure of an 


answer in tho negative, Bablu can, and has 
‘get his ‘ovave and reverend seniors a-laughing 
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many {imos, as vminly thoy havo tied ; and 
has sot thom laughing yet again and again, 
with this anda thousand othor tricky, For 
which, to Bablu, much thanks, 

Jhon came a wisil. 10 tho noighboaring Con- 
vent whore Bolgian sistors, liko those others, 
horoinos of Kipling’s verso, wilh‘ glory in thoir 
oyos, are onduring loncliness in oxile in offorts 
ou behalf ol tho orphan and dostijnte. These 
threo nuns, living horo at tho ond of India’s 
world, aro carrying on a fochnical school which 
toachos about,250 small pooplo lace making, and 
tho rudimonts of tho Vernacular, They mado a 
prosont of some of thoir “work ato Thoir High. 
nossos, who wore photograph od. in a group with 
thom. Would thatsomo'poet of inf sht would 
sing of those sister and thoir achiovemonts, 
We mado a xmall colloction, and sont it lo the 
Mother-Superior, ‘in admiration of horoie 
‘Belgium.’ Poe 

Turning from tho Convont’ to rotmmn to the 
Rosidpney ono had a magnificont viow ol ihe 
Capo. Tho acieal § Taindie End Vis a small 
outlying rock, wort smooth as to, the-top by 
tho dashing of thousands of monsoonseshoor as 
lo tho sides, against which waves break in 
thunder, rainbow clouds of spray floating high 
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above; upon this crag are gill Yo be found 
remnants of an ancient temple which, cen- 
turies ago—so says Tradition—slood upon it, 
before some volcanic eruption made the sea 
to encroach upon the land, &nd swallow it up. 

All upon the landward side of the rdok afe 
other rocks, with intervening stretches of 
waters foaming with rage and shifting dis- 
content ; rogks big and little, high and low, 
black or green ‘with weed; and the white 
sand, dazzling under éhe shorning sun, 

Here, in these sands, is found Monazite, a 
precious thing, of which nearly’ io lakhs of 
rupees worth were Ja&t year exported. 

Follow for Their Highnesses a few interviows 
and some rezding of bboks and papers, with an 
evening “drive to Tawkerkonum, the estato of 
the Consort to His Highness of Travancore. 
Some of the rost of us visit a Christian village, 
finding it mos, interesting. These Syrian, 
Christians havo @ most extraordinary, history, 
full of romance of fact, legeAd, and tradition ; 
but long residence amongst g Ilindu people 
has deprived their villages of any striking 
individuality. Their Church h&s the appearance 
of the temples of their Hindu neighbours, and 
in thelr intercourse with each othor they have

developed whany, caste rostrictions. ‘I'they will 
not, for instance, permit a Hindu ‘untouchable’ 
to onter their houses ; and cortain, of their 
women ‘“woar clothes as tho Nambudiri 
women do, movo about screoning, themselves 
with Ingo “umbrellas from the gazo of profane 
eyes as theso womon do, and will not marry, 
excopt perhaps in oxcoptional casos, and that 
only recently, but. from among dignified fami- 
ios of similar aristocratic doxcont.” The State 
Manual is cloquont.on this subject :-— 


T often wonder at the natural case with which the 
Pufyas and*Pariahs, particularly the women among 
them, walk the King’s highwafa.and,barter on the road 
sidos, as if they had enjoyed tho privilege unmolested 
from the timo of Parsurara, So easy has beon the 
acquisition of frecdom, go fast have thoy shokea off the 
thraldom of ages. Iam nobsure that those poor people 
are yet intollectually emancipaied enough to appreciate 
tho ponrls of tho Christian faith placed before thom, 

‘but no man in his sensos can for 9g aoment doubt that 
they aro living a now life and breathing a freor atmos: 
phere. So much has tho conversion to the Christian 
faith helped to raige them in the ocial scale, and natu- 
rally enough they gratefelly swarm to awell the ranks 
of the classis embriced by missionary labofirg, 

The importance of the work of Christian evangeliza- 
tion in {lindu Travancore, which hag prospered’ so well 


. 
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as to give Jlis Highness the Maharaja, to-day a popula- 
tion of 697,387 Christian subjects “of all donomina- 
tions, may be better understood if we bear in mind that 
the fact is of as much moment as, nay even greater 
than, if thero were 8 millions of Hindys in England and 
Wales (which according to the Census o? the Slat March . 
1901 returned a total population of 82} millions) distri- 
buted over every county, district and parish, owning 
80,000 temples, having endowments of lands, and gar- 
dens attached to qvery one of thom, and severally dedi- 
cated to Siva or Vishnu of the Goddess Bhagwati, and 
having closo by numerops tanks “and rivers provided 
with neat and spacious bathing-ghats which only a IZindu 
could rightly appreciate, and wolls reservedl for cooking 
and drinking purposes, and groves of the Ficus religiosa 
and the Nim tree or their more congenial substitutes 
suiteble to an QYnglish climate growing luxuriantly 
on their banks, with stone images el Ganesa and tho 
snake-gods plantod under them, and a perennial flow 
of devout Tindu worshippers, mon in their multi- 
coloured dhoties and scarves and women in their charm- 
ing silk saris and velvet hodices richly ombroidered with 
gold lace and pearls, their raven black flowing hair 
smoothed with fragrant unguonis and tied into large 
knots covered with the sweot-smelling ,jessamine and 
the rose, their forgheads beautifiedsvith the distinguish - 
ing caste-marks” of either the ancient “tilakam* or the 
perfumed sandal or the crimson ‘Kunkumam ? illumin- 
ing their Qladsome faces, which romind you of the 
18 
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milky way in thasky, “a meoting of gentle lights with- 
out a name”, and carrying in thoir hands on well- 
cleaned silver basins flowers and fruit-ollorings to the 
temple doities, and all ladon from top to toe with ele- 
gantly wrought | and resplondent jowols of gold and 
Silver, didmond’ and rubies aftor the fashion of their 
follow-rehigionists in India, making their morning rounds 
of prayer and puja to their heart’s content, of colobrat- 
ing the car-festival of the temple god or accompany- 
ing in thousands tho procession of tlre idol with native 
inusic, sounding of bells and beat of drums with the 
usual necompanimonts of torches, cadinas and pyro- 
Veohnics—all unmolested and unhindered, under the 
Protoctio of the English police and the English magis- 
tracy, and let the reader ffney that this happy etaterof 
things has been going on in Christian England from A D, 
62, what would be the tmpression that the scene will 
produce on the prosaic European mind, And what testi- 
mony may this not mean to the wisdom and tolerance 
of former English administrations since the time of the 
Druids? The samo eredit may, T think, be justly 
claimed on behalf of this Native Government for the 
presoif“prosperoug condition of its numerous Christian 
population. 


With all this ano most. a se agrees, I , 
think.” 

Ono has time to-day to reflect on the diffor- 
ent things one has soon and heard in’wondorful 
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Travancore. ' For instance, the Siato was the 
scene of the birth and lifo of the great Sankara 
Acharyar, gveatest of Vedantists, Born about 
A.D, 800 at Kalady, eight miles from Alwayo, 
on tho northern bank of the rivor gf thap namo, 
ho was excommunicated by his caste, tho Nam- 
budiri Brahmans, because he dared to criticise 
their religious proceedings and Vodantio 
knowledge, and died, after the accomplishmont 
of great things, ab ‘Badrikadarum near the 
Himalayas. To him are* dub, according to 
tyadition, the rules’ which rogulalo the 
matrimonial oBservances of tho Natnbudiri* 
Brahmans, which, are, says Lhe Ilstory of 
Travancore, most rigid in their character. 
“Tho married fémale is ndt allowed to be soon 
by any malo# oven of the family or of hor caste 
people, Shois to move under tho screen or 
cover of a large-sizod wnbrolla purposely 
constructed with the Tallipot palm leaf, ind is 
always to be attended by a femalo sqyyant, 
who goes before hor whenevor “sho stops out 
of doors. She is not permitted ip adorn hor 
person with costly ornamonieand clothes ; her 
ornaments coukist of a pair of gold®n cartrings 
of a peculiar make and description, different 
from tho pattern worn by females of other 
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classes, “Sho wears a string of neek ornaments 
called Tholikottam, and a ntunber of brass 
bangles on both hands. Sho wears a long 
country made coarse cloth round her waist, and 
covers hor boty from the neck dewnwards with 
“a edarse shoot of cloth. The costumo, the orna- 
monls and the condition of the Nambudiri 
fomalos continue io this day just tho same, with- 
out the least, chango from the original rules 
laid down for the sex by Sankara Acharya.” 

In the evening, more walks by the soa, 
and contomplation tho *wondors thercof, for 
o-morrew wo are to loavo*tho Cape for 
Trovandrum, thonce i go by aforost road which 
is described lo us by our Dewan as wonderful, 
to Couriallum Falls, *there to batho yet again, 
this lime in froa water. o. 

After dinnor another party of daucors and 
thoir musicians arrive from somo distant tem- 
ple; but, truth to tell, they ‘we nob in any way 
aupoyior to those wo have in Baroda, though in 
our mnoconcd® wo had looked for something 
poouliar in this bulwark of anciont Hinduism.

Of 
all ages, from tho patriarch to tle unbrocchod 
youth, they presented the appearance of frank 
simplicity, Of rustic dignity, which onc oxpocis

One is immensely impressod with the*poxsi- 
bilities of Travancore. Tho whole country 
side tolls of riches as yet largely widoveloped,. 
every State paper ono reads” desgribos thom 
Indoed it is a fortunate land, destined to bo 
heard of in tho future of India.

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Forty neilos from tho Capo tho, oars stop. 
That in whielf Their [ighnessos travel turns 
off to tho right on its way to tho gyoat Kodyar 
Irrigation Project, which is to bring? unfailing 
supplios of water to nearly 70,000 acros of 
efortito lads, fnd which is ostimatod to cost 
70 lakhs of rupeos, and to givo Govornmont a 
yelurn of about 3} por cont. After inspection of 
the work, which groatly impressed them in ils 
magnitude, and the far-saoing policy which 
hag at. last, altor, noarly 80 yoars of schoming 
and planning, boon brought to tho verge of 
guecossfyl efruition, Thoir Highyossos arrivod 
al tho Guest House, Tyevandrum, a little aftor 
midday, to spond a quict affornoon, variod By 
occasional intorviowg. Tu the evening the 
Maharaja wont fgr a walk with thp -Dowan of 
Travancore, and at night thore was a dinnor 
al tho Rosidoncy at which, bosidos Thoir 
Tlighnossos and party, tho Rosidont, Mr.

July 16. 

This mornmg tho Sonior Rani called on 
Her Highness at the Guest House, followod 
an hour or so later by the Junior Rani; both 
spent a long time with Their Ilighnosses, 
These two exalted ladies occupy positions of 
great importance to the polify of Travancore, 
for under the matriafchal system the Conso{ 
of the Sovoreitzn, and his own persondl family,

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Visionse there ara of more hunting, for tho 
‘Travangoro forosts aro famed for olophants, and 
Theobald, Vithalvao, and Hakim, tolographed 
for a fow days baok, arrived hore” las} night 
with shikaris and rifles, travelling by Back- 
“water from Hmaculam to Quilon in a launch 
spocially put at their servico by the kindness 
of tho Stato, thonce by motor, They seom to 
have had an oxciting journoy, their launch 
sticking fast in tho centresof tlfo big lake, all 
hands being called on to get overside and. 
push, and, thoir efforts pyoving vain, spending: 
ho night én tho shoal. 

Staley, representings the commissariat, and 
Burko, tho photographe?, loft woll in advance, 
thoir oar containing gho rofroghmonts which 
wo looked to findat a spot dolighjfally called 
Jamp Gorgo, at: tho Wostern. ond.of the narrow 
pass which loads through tho Ghats to Court- 
uhun.

beyond, Thick walls of leafy teak, feathery.

of the Maharaja’s coming, forces) guards and 

officers shepherding them, doubtless explaining: 
to them the why and whorefore of the day's 
excitement. 

Tn the foothills bolow tlto Ghats thero had 
been rain, sufficion’to make the roads proasy 
in places, awd, stopping to adjust & ¢hoked Jot, 
2ve become aware of a police car coming towards 
us; approaches “us an old friend, the Quilon 
Dewan Peishkar, whon»wo last saw on the road 
from his ‘aoddquartors to th capital; ho tolls 
ui that his car has capsized on the road, foviu- 
natoly without dog any damage to lifo or 
limb, though tho escapo was a narrow ono, 
adjutos our chauffeur to bo caroful— for which 
Fam thankful, Wo go on, préwently to become 
awaro of murmuring sound of rushing wator, 
presently to seo it, and run along: boside if a 
wido swift sfountain {orrent, swollen by recent 
rain, straining at its containing banks. We 
pull up Sor water for tho car, doscend (o stretch 
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crampod logs, glad of the opportunity to 
obyorve the beauty of tho scone. ‘Tho sun shinos 
through tho overhanging Lroos, apd gazing. 
‘WO s00— 
tho nymphs thentsolves : 

Some by the water side, on bowery sholves 

Leaning at will—some in the stream at play, 

Somo pelting tho young fauns with buds of May, 

Or half-asleop, pretending not to sce 

. Phe latter in the brakes come ortopingly, 
While from thea cargless wns, lying aside 
In the long grass, the straggling wators glide.” 


Close by are plantations of rtbbor, tea, ot 

offec, for 1 goo a Signboard pointing Jc 
Braemar Kstato’: happily named, whatever the 
Esiato is, for tho scénory is ‘doliciously like 
that of the fliehimnds, and tho siait, in other 
climos, would bo full of yalmon, a paradiso Lor 
the fishorman. 

But wo muat on, for it would nover do to 
breakdown hero in tho forbsis, to be omighi dy 
night, On wefgo and thoro ix no breakdown, 
and we arriye without mishap at Camp Gorgo 
by tho side ofa railway line which, roman- 
tically *onougih, has carved for*“tself a way 
through the Ghais to Quilon. Here tea and 
other forms of rofroshmont await tts; wo do 
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justice to them, and presontly goeon, slowly 
now, for the road is steep ahd naryow, the 
dosconia shar ‘p and sudden, through tho Pass, 
under a Railway Bridge, to omorgo suddenly 
on the plaing. Through Shencabiah, the oulpost 
of Travancore on this sido the® Ghats, wheee 
we catch our first glimpse of the Falls in the 
distance, a silver line sharp-out in a black and 
rocky hill side on the right; past more crowds 
and all the syfaptones of oagor wolcomo ; 2a 
paddy fields glowing gyeem in tho rays of the 
declining sun ; and we arrive at the village of 
Courtallum, straggling vows of yfoar looking: 
houses, a general air ofeunkemptnoss. Turning 
away from the Falls,’'whoso roar is now plain to 
the eai', we pass up a rgad bordered by paddy 
fiolda, witle multiludos of gyrgling sreamleis 
passing through them irrigation-wiso, under a 
greon arch shouting welcome; wo aro at tho 
Rosidoncy, another of the comforiablo housos 
which Tr avancoretin days of old, provided fox 
tho representatives of the Indjan Govetninent, 
It is dusk, lights shine all round, tho compound 
is apparently enormous; we seck the bamboo 
dwelling whefch has yen oreeted for ory comfor i 
in the immediate neighbourhood of the Rosi- 
dency. * Their Highnesses arrive but a fow 
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minutes lator, after a vory pleasani,jownoy, to 
bo received by ‘s guard of honour of tho State 
police. e. 

Whilo Nimbalkar and Vioyra go to see the 
arrangemonis which tho Collector of Tinnovolly, 
fitost’ courteously, has caused to bo specially 
mado at the Falls for tho comfort of Their Iigh- 
nesses when bathing---the fact being that we 
avo now in British jurisdiction, the Residency 

“Tao being in tho Travantoro Stato,---the rost 
of us sotile down ‘ville a minimun of friction, 
‘he arrangomonis mado? by tho Travancore 
officials ato’ such as lo leavo ustwith a vory 
livoly sonso of gratitudo, as indeed has boca 
the case sinco first we camo within their genial 
influonco. Ilarrison, «of Madras, tho ‘catorer 
appointotl, provides us with a mds” oxcollont 
dinnor ; afer a briof intorval in which we 
disouss bho prospects of the morrow, for tho local 
forost officor of Travancoro hag nows of elophant 
but two miles from the road aiong which wo have 
como, wo rotixotho monsoon broozes, blowing 
shrill through tho Pass, lulling us to sleop. 


July 164 
Afior a night of many dreams, caused 
perhaps by tho coasoless booming of the wind, 
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and the cqnsequent rustling of the palm-leavod. 
roofing overhoad, ono roso vofy early to look 
round the canip. It is a splendid morning, 
and the sunrise throws floods of warm colours 
on tho hills which aro to our srosting place ax 
a shiold and barrier against the ingistott 
south-wost Wind. As I look at thom, I am 
rominded of stories of childhood, for it would 
seem {o ihe imagination that some giant, 
annoyed ai fhe obstacles they proseniqa” 10 
his morning walk, had, arisen in his wrath to 
smite them with mighty hatchot; for here 
and thore are silvered fissures, “loop cut thy 
water courses largo and small, all howover 
dwarfed by the "ralls we havo como {o seo 
and onjoy. Plainly 10 be seon and heard from 
the canm~thoy hold the cgntro of tho Ghats 
which, in an irregular semi-circlo, strotch 
heforo us. 

Later Their Highnessos with somo of their 
party go down to tho Falls, Approaching 
thom, one comes to a great 4omplo, Guiously 
carved with god and goddess, quaint in alti- 
tude ; onc passes little shops, stocked with tea 
and biscuit’ slocked with olor devices to 
allract the savings of the holiday-making 
people, vroups of women aro washing clothos 
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in the rmmmng' wator below ; we crovs a small 
stono briflgo bencath which the sirdam pours, 
with roaring and strongth, into lidtlo with- 
dvawn backwaters of comparativo silenco 
whore pilgrims*aro making theif orisons to 
thir Gods ; and above, in foam and tunult, 
in rush of colour, and Joapings from rock 
to rock, tho Falls como joyously into the 
Appointod pool, doap out to yxeceive them, 
screened from obscrvation® It is a holiday 
and thore are crowds of dovotoos of both sexes 
and allages awaiting tlfe throwing open 
of Sho Valli; a fact which Thoir"Highnosses 
aro quick to porooive, "fpr {hoy aro prompt 
in oxpression of thoir wish that all ghould 
bo allowod to enter® to-day,"*tho day of 
fostival, (he sacred day, without lof dr hind~ 
ranco, ‘Tho arrangemonts mado for tho con- 
venionco of the Maharaja and Maharani are 
perfoct but to-day thoy arcenot inclingd to 
bathe; {hoy take keon dofight however, af 
do we all, in “the scono which follows. 
Entors a group of young men ; foarlossly they 
make virile way bonoath the main Fall, thore 
lo voceivo the’full forco of the Gescending 
waters on their hoads, with gaspings and 
efforts for breath, afterwards to “phinge 
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head-long*inio the pool, io swim {0 the othor 
side, then™bath completed. 


You ‘aro shut in, left alone with 
yourself and the goddesg of bathing. 
Tere, the pride of the bathor, 
you roll in beaded sparklings, 
Here into pure green depths 
drop down from lofty ledges. 


Follows a group ef women, old and yeung, 
some with tiny childyon ‘a-straddie on iheix 
hips. These do no# submit themselves to the 
full force ofthe Falls, contonting’ themsoltes 
with the putting of Xheir head and bodies 
beneath a smaller iributary which, separated 
from the maar water by a jutting rooky ledge, 
makes itédwnward way wilh diminishod force, 
One quite young girl there was, porhaps soven- 
4oon or cighteon, very fair and a dolighi, to the 
eyes, perlocily classical in feature and outline, , 
long fo be romomMored for tho dolicate guaco of 
overy movement as sho stood tpright Lo roceive 
the wators upon her; and there aro tiny 
children, held tight by careful mothers, who 
emerged comfpletely water-log ged to all appoar- 
anco, soon, one hopes, to be restored to thoir 


normal golvos, 
20 
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A vory happy choorful throng, with smiles 
and laughior alf around, dooply insorosted in 
tho disiingnished visitors, but ‘most oareful to 
respoct (heir privacy. 

Walking backelo tho Rosidency we obsorved 
the oftraordindry procossional cars, built wp on 
massive whools, carved in grotosque siyle as to 
the body, noliecablo adjuncts to all South-Indian 
temples, big and Little, usod on festival occasions 
whoy happy dovoteos oscoet thot, with much 
beating: of tom-tonss, ea hoarty blowing of 
conohos, 

Mr. Homifteway, whose oxerliows havo gone 
far to make Thoir Tighrossos slay hore agrous 
ablo, camo to call on tho Maharaja this morning ; 
in tho evening Mr. Poake, the Mistrict Torgst 
Officoy, and. Mx, Sayors, tho D. §, P.»éalled. 

The day has boon quiot and unovonttul, the 
hopes of the hunters boeing concentrated on 
tho nows which the trackors, gvon now at work 
on tho slopos of the forost-cotored hills ychdox, 
may brig of clopbants, Ono roguo thero is, 
proclaimed and notorious, who yesterday 
made insolent invasion of an estalo close by 
rejoicing in (ha namo of Kuravanthalum ; one 
knows that Hor [Highness would doatly like 
ashot at him, and groat would be the sejoicing 
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of the planters at news of his lestraction. 
Much depends on tho woathe?, whieh shows 
signs of repofting ils pas) good-nature, of 
preparing io treat us toa dolugo ; should this 
happon, the lot’of those of usewho are dwell 
ing in these bamboo honsos will possilfly Ie 
unpleasant. 


July 17. 

If yosterday was «mevoniful, to-day has beon 
the reverso and, as to tho eflernoon and even- 
ing, at all ovonts, net entirely pleasant ; unless 
one would eall long toiling walk’ tin tropival 
gownpourings pleasaat. The Maharaja and 
Maharani have just retwnod, both very wot, 
ia spito of tle offoriseof ovoryone to dovise 
some mehets to avoid it; buj, thougl* wot, still 
quite cheorfal and in bost of spirits, though 
the object of the outing was not achioved. 

Nows camo Jago last night that a hord was 
enly* two or thrdéo miles from Camp Gorge, 
where on ows journoy hither We stoppod for ten. 
Early this morning —vory oarly---Thoobald and 
the shikaris wont on ahead to make enquirits. 

The" day*dawned squally avith oscasional 
showers, and massed clouds on the hoads of the 
hills potntod to the prosengo of hoavy rain

theroabouis® This placo is peculiarly situated. 
The South-weslnonsoon comes in fall force up 
from the sea, is intercoptod by ‘the Ghats, and 
deposits inches---ovon [vet—ol rain on their 
Westom slopes, sebut through the Pass, narrow 
aS4t if, a8 arald only light showors come, with a 
ewrent of air of such concontrutod coolth that, 
the tomperaturo here is from ton to twelve 
degreoslower than that of placos but twonty 
iilaa away. The Maharaja, th? Dewan and 
the Doctor went offtearly 10 batho under the 
Falls, tho vest of us wabking, reading, or 
witting (he While, 

Throughout the mornaag we waitod lor nowg 
fyom tho advance guard, and,” ai last, carly in 
tho afiormoon, Thoir Tighnossogslocided to gp 
thomsolvés. Motoys took thom as far a8spossiblo, 
thon portors with chairs, until tho paths became 
too stiff ovon for that form of conveyanoo, and 
they had to climb on foot, aidgd by slout sticks. 
Tho nows which mol thom wts to tho offeck that 
the rope previotsly mentioned, on whose head 
is a price, had boon marauding a My, Stuart's 
rubber plantation, and had there been marked 
down. #ull ofshope tho party, ledeby the Tra- 
yancoro Forest officor, Theobald, and trackers, 
movod on ; suddenly the clouds broke above 
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their heads, rain descended in sheets which 
made it #hpossiblo to soe, tho forest tracks 
bocame ,impdssable torrents. Fortunately 
sheltor was near al hand, and the hospitality of 
Mr. and Mys, Sinart provided both protootion 
from the storm and ontertainm’nt ; tho dpydy- 
tunily was taken to see a rubber factory at work, 
from the first process to the finished sheets. 
As il was obviously impossible to get at tho 
elephant, and ag he obstinately refugpd to 
come to he shot, foolishly persisting in moving. 
away {rom the hunters, there was nothing for 
it but to thenk kind hosis, to seek tho waiting 
motors, to retwn Lo the Rosidency, which was 
reached after dark. And it rained and rainod ; 
d Gourtallam recoived such a downpour as 
the old@&#inhabitant, withghe dolight which 
accompanies the tolling of exporienco, assured 
me had previously boen unknown, Vioyra, 
sitting in frontiy Thoir Highnosses' car, arrived. 
tyitHout one dry’ spot upon him, ghiyoring 
with cold, May he long livo%o remember the 
restorative which one, mindful of his pationt 
fortitude, hasted to bring him ina lordly gltss. 
But no hartii was done ; dry clothos aad warm 
baths were in spoedy readiness, and now tho 
camp ig wrapped in slumberg save that in one 
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bamboo shack a typewritor has boon clicking 
to the aceompaniment of the constawtly stream- 
ing rain. That too will now cose. 


July 18, 

"Allnight it poured, the rain dashing against 
tho wall of my fragile dwolling in a fy 
of attack which bid fair to destroy it, To my 
oxcitod imagination, each gust of wind removed 
yet anothor strip of roof; each momont added 
4o tho pool which had conmonced to gather on 
the carpot beside tho bod. »Tho lamp wont out, 
no* nateh¢s were to be found, it sexmod to mo 
‘that all the world slept but I. Day dawned at 
last on a saturated world, tho rain persisting, 
shooting down as theugh novar to “coaga, 
‘Thoobald® lofi as soon as ik was lights to: grain 
nows of tho olephants, to roturn lator in the 
day, sore troubled by leeches, wat through, in 
goneral discontent with tho aveather and the 
roads, convinced that there "was no possibility 
of sport, lor to-dayrat least, Travancore officors 
geome in, hooded to the eyos and wot noi-: 

“withstanding, to-tell us that. leven. inchos-of 
yain hava fallornin the hills durinfy the night, 
They havo a dismal story of bridges down, 

~and communicatians broken, and the tea of a 
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shoot is dpfinitely abandoned ; ordinary folk 
could not wake their way into the jungle to-day, 
to say nothing ‘of Their Highnessos. 

A small black monkey, wizened of features 
and long of hair, seemingly of abyssmal age, 
in reality quite a babe, is brought in &s dh 
offering to Her Highness. It is a Milgirt 
Lingle to look on which when first your 
eyes open after sleep is, in Travancore, . most 
auspicious, ensuring a fortunate day. 5 

The question now Ariss’, how we aro ito, 
retwn to Baroda, whether by Madyvasor by 
Bangalore. eEnsues a debate on the’climaté of 
’ Madras, one, wishing to go there, claiming for 
it an unnatural sahubrity with which the tom- 

rajure retwias are unfortunately at variance, 
whitartS#iter, wishing at, all costs “to avoid 
that city, gives to it epithets which would be 
appropriate to a Miltonic picture of the nether 
regions. His [jghness decides on the route 
by Bangalore ; follow lengthy consultation of 
time-tables, laborious calculations, Nimbalkar, 
his features expressive of one engaged on ‘the 
pleasing task. of squaring the circle, fillisfe 
shoots 6f par with hicroglyprics of mysto- 
vious import. It is discovered: that we must 
stay in Gourtallum until such 4ime.as a special 
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train may ,be arranged; and this Gannot ke 
done in an hew or two. By a Jinivacle of 
good-fortune Mr. Cross, tho Traffic Managor 
of the South Indian Railway, happened into 
Shencotiah Station this morning, as Nimbalkar 
was thore’purning his onquivios, “I oall it a 
miraclo : bul, aftor all, these things do happen 
to Swari Kamdars who, liko posta, are born, 
not merely made, 

Wo ayo to start from Shenevitah on the 
21a"; and, there sgomg but little reason why 
wo should not rojoice, If I have failed to 
make you,vadersiand that this is a most lovely 
spol, I have done my work badly indeed. 
Even the porfection of scenery, howevor, will 
pall if seon through a perpotual curtain of mist 
and rain, 

Ilis Iighness and Shamrao bathed this 
morning, but it looks as though this had been 
tho last opportunity; full-fod by the rain, tho 
Falls aro already swollon tq lirice their normal 
voluacyand, onjis told, givon a continuanco 
of present weathor conditions, it will be dan- 
gerous to stand bonoath them. 

Close by, alee within roach of the foaming 
spray, ig a prdjentious building—using tho 
epithet in no invidious sense—oglled the 
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a" singampatt Mansion,” ‘Sipgampatti is @ 
v, min daripyin, tho. vicinity, and: the Zamindar 
oame, this: afternoon, to call on Their High- 
niesges, addompanied by his handsome little son, 
Maharaja and Mtwhaygni are t8 xetytn the call 
“tomorrow at the : “Mansion whence there is fn 
idéal ' view of ‘the Falls, which ‘should be 
magnificent to'see,:, should. the: downpour con- 
tinue as” it promises: ee one hearg-an 
overpowering roaring’ fp : of ‘argumentative 
‘Titans, ~ lower, more Pojelling, than. the, 
shrill tolamour’ whick comes to. us, unceasing]y 
through theppass.
